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After the full program of heats and semis 
was completed, the Lima Half Mile 
AMA Grand National Championship 
round of June 27 was rained out. Upon 
officially canceling the event after heavy 
thunder and lightning, followed by a 
burst of dense rain, put the safety of the 
race in question, AMA officials elected to 
pay the race off by heat-race times and 
award National points to each of the 18 
main-event qualifiers. Chris Carr (H-D) 
was credited with first place by virtue of 
the four-minute, 15.881-second time that 
he posted en route to winning the first 
heat race. Dan Stanley (H-D) was credit- 
ed with second and Steve Beattie (H-D) 
with third. Steve Morehead (H-D), who 
celebrated his 25th year in AMA Grand 
National Championship competition (see 
story, page 25), was fourth fastest. 


Bobby "Boogaloo" Schwartz (GM) 
scored another milestone victory to add 
to his World Championship-winning 
resume by winning the inaugural Jack 
Milne Cup at Costa Mesa Speedway in 
Costa Mesa, California, on June 27. 
Schwartz held off Charlie Venegas (Jaw), 
Brad Oxley (GM), Chris Manchester 
(Jaw) and Josh Larsen (GM). Schwartz 
thus becomes the first to have his name 
emblazoned on the Queen's Coronation 
Race cup, which was won by Milne, the 
1937 World Speedway Champion and 
first American ever to win a world 
championship motorcycle-racing title.

than 100 motorcycles that explores the motorcycle as both 

cultural icon and design and technical achievement, 
opened June 26 at the prestigious Solomon R. Guggenheim 
Museum on Manhattan's Upper West Side in New York City. 

The exhibit, which runs through September 20, chronicles the 
decisive moments in the evolution of motorcycle technology and 
design, and places the bikes in the context of the era. 

Every age in motorcycling is represented, from the French- 
made 1868 Michaux-Perreaux - basically a steam engine attached 
to a bicycle - to the 1998 MV Agusta F4, on loan from King Juan 
Carlos of Spain. In between there is a Hildebrand & Wolfmuller 
(made in Germany in 1984), the 1911 Harley-Davidson eight- 
valve BTR (board-track racer), the 1923 BMW R32, the 1970 
Honda CB750 Four, the 1973 MV Agusta 7505, a road-going ver- 
sion of the World Champienship-winning motorcycles of the 
1960s and '70s, and the Philippe Starck-designed Aprilia Moto 
6.5, one of the high-concept motorcycles of the "90s. 

"The motorcycle embodies so many of the themes of this cen- 
tury - technology, speed, rebellion, transformation - that it serves 
as the ideal vehicle, if you will, for just such an exploration," said 


T he Art of the Motorcycle, a chronological display of more 
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Thomas Krens, director of the Solomon R. Guggenheim Founda- 
tion. “It is in the context of the Guggenheim's expanded mission 
that this extraordinary exhibition has been realized." 

In addition to the exhibit, the museum has published a 600- 
page catalogue available at the Guggenheim Museum stores or 
by calling 800-329-6109. The museum, in association with Uni- 
verse Books, will also publish "Motorcycle Mania: The Biker 
Book." There are also public programs, including "The Motorcy- 
cle on Screen,” a series of approximately 40 films and videos that 


. includes such classics as "The Wild One" and "Easy Rider." An 


evening with "Easy Rider" star Dennis Hopper will be part of the 
series. There will be a special lecture on motorcycle design as 





well as a summer beer tasting. 

In designing the exhibit, architect Frank Gehry took advan- 
tage of the museum's unique spiral interior, housed in the Frank 
Lloyd Wright-designed building. 

The exhibition was made possible by BMW, with the Frank 
Gehry installation made possible by Banana Republic and trans- 
portation assistance provided by Lufthansa German Airlines.

Schwantz had 
qualified seventh and appeared to be 
headed for his first top-five finish; the 
Texan is still in the hunt for Rookie of 
the Year honors in the NASCAR Busch 
Series. 


Road racer Brett Metzger is "awake and 
talking," according to Penguin Racing 
School's Jerry Wood. The New Englander 
suffered a fractured skull and fractured 
his left elbow in a practice-session crash 
on Friday, June 19 at New Hampshire 
International Speedway. Later in the hos- 





pital, his spleen and left kidney had to be 
removed. According to Wood, Metzger's 
CAT Scan came back negative and Met- 
zger is making progress toward recovery. 
Wood regained consciousness on Sun- 
day, June 21, two days after his crash. 


Wood also reports that New Hampshire 
International Speedway is prepared to 
“do whatever it takes" to make certain 
that the rash of injuries from the AMA 
Superbike National held there, June 19- 
21, aren't ever duplicated. "We'll have a 
whole program in place for next year," 
said Wood, who not only runs the Pen- 
guin Racing School but is also heavily 
involved with the Loudon Road Racing 
Series that runs at New Hampshire 
International Speedway. "Bob Bahre (the 
race track's chairman of the board) will 
do whatever we need to do." 


Miguel DuHamel, who suffered a bro- 
ken femur in a crash at New Hampshire 
International Speedway on Friday, June 
19, was scheduled to be discharged from 
Concord Hospital in Concord, New 
Hampshire, on either June 27 or June 28, 
according to his manager, Alan 
Labrosse. "He seems to be doing well," 
Labrosse said on June 25. "If all goes 
well, he may be back before the end of 
the season. He broke his femur about an 
inch, inch and a half above the knee and 
a piece of the knee was also broken off. 
The operation was a success and he will 
soon start a rehabilitation program." 
DuHamel's femur was pinned and 
screwed. "Overall, his morale is very 
good," Labrosse said. "Knowing Miguel, 
he's probably very disappointed in him- 
self. He'd climbed all the way back up 
the ladder after the Daytona crash and 
not many people thought he could." 

The Indonesian round of the World 


Superbike Championship, scheduled for 
Sentul on September 27, has been can- 
celed, according to the FIM. The Federa- 
tion is considering a possible replace- 
ment for the round. If the race isn't 
replaced, the series will consist of 13 
rounds instead of 14. 


Drug and alcohol tests were carried out 
by the FIM at the German round of the 
World Superbike Championship on June 
7 - with all tests coming back negative.

Everts, Tortelli battle on-

elgian Stefan Everts and Frenchman Sebastien Tortelli continued their heated bat- 
tle for the 250cc World Championship Motocross Series when the ninth round of 
the series was held in Montevarchi, Italy, on June 28. 


Honda-mounted Everts topped Tortelli by some 19 seconds in the first moto, but 
Tortelli bounced back in the second moto, riding his Kawasaki to a 15.5-second win over 
Everts. Third place both times out when to Kawasaki’s Yves Demaria. American Tallon 
Vohland ended the day with a 4-5 tally on his factory Yamaha in what was his return to 
action after suffering a broken finger in an earlier round. 

With nine rounds completed, Everts holds a seven-point lead over Tortelli in the 


250cc World Championship, 323-316. 


In 125cc World Championship MX action, Frenchman David Vuillemin turned in a 3- 
1 tally to take the overall in the Italian Grand Prix, held in conjunction with the 250cc 
round in Montevarchi. Vuillemin and his factory Yamaha finished behind TM's 
Alessandro Puzar and Honda's Luigi Seguy in the first moto, but Vuilleman stormed 
back to beat Husqvarna's Alessio Chiodi and Puzar in the second moto. 

Chiodi now leads Vuilleman by just four points, 194-190, with Puzar third in the 


standings with 181 points. 


“I felt very good," Vuilleman said. “I knew I only needed to ride at my own pace, 
and in the end it paid off. One mistake and the championship is over for me; it is so 
close, but still I feel no pressure. I want to finish in the top three, and at the moment that 


is looking possible." 


The eighth round of the 500cc World Championship was held in Sverepec, Slovakia; 
on June 28 and Yamaha's Andrea Bartolini turned in a perfect 1-1 moto score to capture 
the overall win. Bartolini topped defending World Champion and current points leader 
Joel Smets in both motos, with German Bernd Eckenbach finishing third both times out. 

Smets leads New Zealander Darryll King by 40 points, 260-220, with Bartolini third 
in the series standings with 199 points. King didn't finish the first moto and wound up 


fourth in the second.

Rainey retires 


ayne Rainey brought a tearful end to an era of rac- 
ing, choosing Assen, the cathedral of motor-cycle 


racing, to announce that this year will be his last in 
the sport. 

` "I've decided to stop punishing my body, and to spend 
time at home with my family,” he said, in a formal farewell 
on June 26, hosted by Yamaha - his employers (in one way 
or another) since 1987. 

Yamaha's head of racing, director Toshimitsu lio, shared 
the table to pay tribute to Rainey's career as rider and team 
"owner" (though as Rainey admitted, "It all belongs to 
Yamaha") and to announce that the factory would continue 
to support their own two-rider team next year as well as 
the Red Bull WCM team owned by American backer Bob 
MacLean. 

The news was greeted with a sense of relief as well as 
sadness. In the five years since Rainey' glorious career as a 
rider ended in 1993, when he was on his way to a fourth 
successive World Championship, he has not only faced the 
difficulties of life in a wheelchair but has also had a trou- 
bled time as team boss. 

Rainey fractured his spine at Misano in September of 
1993. He returned for the first Grand Prix the following year 
to run the Roberts-owned 250cc Marlboro Yamaha team. In 
1995 he ran the factory 250cc team again, and in 1996 a 
works 500 as well as a 250. In 1997 and 1998 he has headed 
the two-rider factory 500cc team. 

But while there were sporadic successes and race wins, 
Rainey's enterprises as a team manager were beset by a 
variety of misfortunes. As well as the loss of Marlboro spon- 
sorship at the beginning of last year, Rainey has also been 
troubled by the midseason collapse of 250cc rider Tetsuya 
Harada in 1996, and the defection at the end of that year of 
GP winner Loris Capirossi. In 1998, potential star rider Jean- 





Michel Bayle has missed the first half of the season because 
of a troublesome head injury sustained in testing. 

Rainey had already decided, he revealed, that this would 
be his last year. 

“I reached the decision in November last year, but decid- 
ed to try to keep the team running and to delay the 
announcement until Assen," he said. "It's the midpoint of 
the year, and it's always been the point where announce- 
ments are made, and where the silly-season rumors begin. 

"The passion is not there for me anymore," he contin- 
ued. “It’s a struggle to leave home to go to the race track. 
My son, Rex, goes to school next year, and I want to be 
there for him. To do this job right, you can't live in Califor- 
nia. It's been five years since the accident, and the travelling 
has beat up my body pretty badly. But it has been part of 
my rehabilitation. 

"I'm not sure what I will do, but I'll take a year off to 
stay home and just try and be a normal guy,” he concluded, 
denying rumors that he would head Yamaha's AMA Super- 
bike team next year. 

Rainey will remain involved as a consultant to Yamaha, 
revealed По, who paid tribute to his dedication to the firm 
over the years. 

“He is a great ambassador for us,” lo said. 

After the conference, speaking from his uniquely author- 
itative position, Rainey spoke freely about many aspects of 
racing after being forced out as a rider. 

“Team management never filled the gap that racing left,” 
he said. “I think Kenny (Roberts) was fortunate enough to 
live his racing through me. It's been different for me - the 
culture gap and so on with Japanese riders.” 

Каїпеу also gave forthright comments on the current 
crop of riders. 

* Mick Doohan - "He's the only guy who is there every 
weekend - but I need to take him aside and teach him a few 
history lessons. (Doohan recently commented that if Rainey 
and Schwantz were still racing, they would not be as suc- 


cessful as before.) The lap times say everything. Some tracks 
are still not as fast as in 1991." 

* Norick Abe, his Yamaha rider - “Norick only gets good 
on Sunday. He's not even there the rest of the time." 

*John Kocinski, erstwhile teammate - “His career was 
over in 1990. I made sure of that. It was my job." 

* Alex Criville - "There are some guys inching up on 
Mick, but they have got to ride more mature to beat him. 
Criville is leading the World Championship, but he runs off 
the track at Jarama. What kind of a move is that?" 

Carlos Checa - "Checa is one determined guy, though. 
He could be a huge threat if he gets the right bike - a factory 
Honda or Yamaha." 

*Loris Capirossi - "Loris is just a kid. He's not ready to ` 
race against Mick. Mick has the easy life racing against 
these guys." 

Rainey's Grand Prix career spans a full golden era, an 
age of giants in which the blonde American road racing 
champion rose to be the dominant figure. | 

It started in 1984, with a troubled but sometimes brilliant 
year with an underfunded 250cc Yamaha team run by the 
freshly retired Kenny Roberts. 

Disillusioned, the Californian from Norwalk (near Los 
Angeles) returned to America to win a second AMA Super- ; 
bike title, then came back to rejoin Roberts in the Lucky 
Strike Yamaha 500cc team in 1987, winning a debut-season 
GP, but in 1988 already challenging for the title. 

His career-long rival Kevin Schwantz had come to the 
GPs at the same time, and the battles between them defined 
the World Championship for the next five years - even at a 
time when other riders of the status of Eddie Lawson апа. 
Wayne Gardner were still active, and when Mick Doohan , 
reached full strength. Although Schwantz won more races, ` 
with 25 to Rainey's 24, Rainey's consistency was devastat- ` 
ing in championship terms, and he won from 1990 to 1992. 
He finally ceded the title to his Texan adversary with his ` 
crash at Misano. 















The sound of thunder 

I read with great interest the interviews 
with Mick Doohan and, in particular, 
Yamaha engineer Toshimitsu lio. I total- 
ly agree that in Grand Prix racing the 
engines used should be related to what 
the company sells to the public - this 
will renew interesting in the engineer- 
ing and for the fans. 

I have worked with the Honda 250cc 
six-cylinder bike for a short but intense 
period of time. I couldn't believe the 
immense interest and enthusiasm from 
fans, both young and old, for this bike. 
They asked questions over and over 
about the inner workings of the engine, 
and particularly about the sound. The 
huge crowd it drew when started was 
incredible. 

I cannot believe the financial cost to 
build a four-stroke four-cylinder with a 
seven- or eight-speed gearbox can be 
any more than the two-strokes now 
being used. Rules for the four-cylinder 
six-speed mean a two-stroke with two 
or three different engines and multiple 
cassette gearboxes that are different for 
different riders and race tracks. Also, 
the more useful technology has to filter 
down to production products to be sold 
to the public. 

I think the four-cylinder one-liter 
engine proposed by Doohan would be a 
step in the right direction. However, I 
haven't seen any results as to racing 
1000cc four-cylinders being any faster 
than 7505 - if as fast at all. This would be 
no more than an Open Superbike class. 

The GP class must be faster than the 
superbike class or it is doomed. It 
would be ideal if it could be kept at 
500cc. But it should never be more than 
750cc or its performance would only be 
attributed to its size. 

The sound would be the same. As 
Mr. По said, new sounds could renew 
the interest of fans and engineers. In 
motocross, enthusiasm has been gener- 
ated with the four-stroke. 

As I noted with the Honda Six's 
design, the forethought of production is 
very evident. As it was explained to me, 
Mr. Honda's thinking was that racing 
was to learn for production more than it 
was to win races. Let's be realistic - two- 
strokes are a dead end. 

_ The reason the rules were changed 
back in the '60s was because it was too 
costly for manufacturers to produce six- 
cylinders, V-eights and so on. However, 
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these days we have GNC machines and 
materials that weren't even dreamed of 
in the '60s. I think the rules laid down 
by the FIM of four-cylinder, six-speed 
(meaning four-cylinder two-strokes) 
should go the way of the flat world and 
flathead thinking. 

In the "605 it was only a dream to be 
able to buy a four-cylinder bike with 
12,000 rpm and 100-plus horsepower. 
Now these bikes are almost boring. 
Who knows - maybe a replica GP bike 
would filter down to the common soul 
in the form of a six-cylinder or even a V- 
eight? The sounds of these exotic multis 
with narrow powerbands and ultra- 
close ratio, seven- to eight-speed gear- 
boxes would be the sounds of real 
Grand Prix motorcycles. 

Revive the dreams of exotic GP 
bikes. Build something that dares to be 
different from superbikes.

People also tend to forget that Doug 
Henry had to struggle with the bike for 
many races before he eventually became 
comfortable. It wouldn't matter if 
Henry were riding another brand of 
bike - he is hard-working and has come 
back with incredible determination. Do 
you know anyone else traveling the 
series in a motorhome? 

The rules should stand as is. Other 
companies such as Cannondale have 
invested too much time and money in 
the development process to have some 
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20-year-standing rule be changed by 
complaints from another company that 
refuses to develop technology and make 
motocross a better sport. Then again, 
maybe DeCoster can't afford to develop 
a new bike when he is still trying to 
develop the bike he has - just look at 
Larry Ward's second-moto results this 
week. Just keep up the hard work, 
Roger, and maybe Cannondale can just 
buy your semi at a reduced rate and 
only have to have it painted in Cannon- 
dale colors for next year.

ASSEN, HOLLAND, JUNE 27 

ick Doohan reinstated his 
VI authority on the World Champi- 

onship at Assen. Rising clear of 
some determined opposition and dis- 
playing total control of the race, he won 
for a fifth time at a track he dislikes, 
coming close also to taking the champi- 
onship lead for the first time this year - 
in spite of two nonfinishes in the seven 
races. 

Naturally enough, this win set 
records. It was his 49th win, and his 
88th rostrum appearance, equaling 
Giacomo Agostini's tally of top-three 
finishes. 

More to the point, the top four in the 
championship closed up even more, 
with just 12 points covering Max Biaggi, 
Doohan, Alex Criville and Carlos Checa. 

Doohan's win - in mercifully dry 
conditions in front of a crowd of 95,000 
faithful Assen fans - came at the perfect 
time to remind his upstart rivals that 
while they may be able to race close to 
the Repsol rider, beating him is another 
matter. 

There were two main candidates for 
the honor. The first was Biaggi, whose 
Marlboro Honda finished just a half-sec- 
ond behind after 20 laps and 75 miles of 
the classic Dutch TT circuit. Biaggi 
regained the title lead in the process. 

The other contender was a surprise:

Simon Crafar, who was the only person 
to get ahead of Doohan, albeit only for a 
lap. This made the Kiwi Yamaha rider: 
more of a dark horse than a Red Bull, in 
his first 500cc season. Crafar had chal- 
lenged for pole in practice, and he was: 
just the same in the race, using Dunlop 
tires that not only stuck well in the early 
laps, in the familiar way, but also lasted 
the distance to claim their first V-four 
500cc podium since 1994. 

Gresini Honda's Alex Barros was 
fourth, after harrying the leading group: 
for part of the race; MoviStar Honda's: 
Carlos Checa was just unable to close up: 
after a mediocre start. Then came Alex 
Criville, the Repsol Honda rider off his 
form at one of his favorite tracks. 

Luca Cadalora's Suzuki debut was 
blocked by Criville and ended in disas- 
ter when the Italian crashed trying to 
get past. Cadalora, on the Suzuki for 
two races after switching from his sub- 
stitute role with Yamaha, had qualified 
on the second row after a shaky start. 
After the race, however, he quit the 
team and will not race the bike at the 
next round. 

This left seventh to his Suzuki team- 
mate Nobuatsu Aoki, riding heroically 
in considerable pain after a heavy prac- 
tice crash but managing to overtake 
countryman Tadayuki Okada and the 
Repsol Honda, who was in a similar con- 
dition. Making his comeback after break- 
ing his wrist in Italy, Okada had crashed 
again in practice and suffered ankle frac-. 
tures which left him further debilitated. 








MoviStar Honda's John Kocinski 
missed the race, flying home unexpect- 
edly after practice. He'd qualified near 
the back, and said his injured little fin- 
ger made it impossible to ride. His 
abrupt departure triggered rumors of 
another midseason meltdown for the 
World Superbike Champion. 

Only an absence of teenagers in the 
500cc class prevented another record, 
after both the 250 and 125cc races had 
teenage winners - even though only two 
was enough to make history. 

Valentino Rossi was the victor in a 
dull 250cc race, without even an inter- 
esting Aprilia battle. Both the other fac- 
tory riders, Loris Capirossi and Tetsuya 
Harada, suffered mechanical failures 
while running up front. Jurgen Fuchs 
came through to take second on his pri- 
vate Docshop Aprilia, with former dou- 
ble 125cc World Champion Haruchika 
Aoki taking third on the FCC Honda for 
his first rostrum finish in two years in 
the 250cc class. 

Chesterfield Honda's Olivier Jacque 
crashed out after leading on the first lap, 
reinjuring his right foot with a deep 
gash and several broken bones. Having 
been knocked off for a second succes- 
sive race - this time by Italian rider Ste- 
fano Perugini, who also crashed - the 
Frenchman complained bitterly that the 
lack of performance from the Honda 
meant he was obliged to race with a 
dangerous crowd. 

"I'm disgusted,” he said. 

The lucky teenager in the 125cc class 
was Bennetton Honda's 15-year-old 
Marco Melandri, who became the 
youngest-ever GP winner with a very 
mature defeat of race-long leader Kazu- 
to Sakata on the Aprilia. Third went to 
brilliant Honda rider Tomomi Manako, 
who rode through from virtually last 
place after clutch trouble at the start, 
moving past the final group to third 
only on the last lap. 

Steve Webster and David James won 
the Sidecar Grand Prix by 21 seconds, 
inheriting the lead from longtime rivals 
Steve Abbott/Jamie Biggs after they 
retired with a seized piston. Markus 
Boesinger/Jurg Egli were third, with 
Dutchman Benny Janssen fourth and 
Australians Shane Soutar and David 
Kellett fifth, the last riders on the same 
lap as the leaders. There were 11 finish- 
ers out of 18 starters. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


The threatening weather gave a few 
warning sprinkles as the 500s lined up, 
but it never came to anything, and they 
took off on time and in good order - 
with Doohan leading Norick Abe and 
Barros into the first corner. By the end of 
the lap, Crafar was ahead of the Barros 
with Biaggi behind, and this quintet 
gradually drew away from the pursuit, 
which was led by Checa. 

Doohan was steadfast in control, 
remaining ahead while they swapped 
back and forth behind him. Biaggi 
moved into second on lap five; Crafar 
took over a lap later, by which time Abe

was losing ground, eventually falling 
back into the clutches of Checa soon 
after half-distance. His race lasted only a 
few more laps. 

“I lost grip from my front tire,” Abe 
explained later. "At Madrid, I was able 
to get back towards the finish, but this 
time something broke in my engine and 
the bike stopped." 

Up front, the battle was getting closer 
still. Barros was back and forth as they 
swapped position sometimes several 
times a lap, and his presence worried 
Crafar, who made his bid for the lead on 
the 15th lap. 

“1 thought I'd better pick the pace up 
a bit,” he explained. “But I didn't expect 
l'd be able to stay in front of Mick 
(Doohan) for long." 

He was right. The Dunlop-shod 
Yamaha was quicker through the cor- 
ners, but the Michelin-shod Honda had 
more speed - and the priceless asset of 
Doohan at the controls. He shot past 
down the front straight, waited a little 
more, then upped his own pace in the 
last two laps. 

Doohan had survived one moment 
when his knee-slider snagged on the 
grass in the first corner, nearly tipping 
him out of the saddle. That aside, it was 
all going to plan. 

“It was a really good race,” he said 
later. "It's always the same here. You're 
fighting hard, and you have to try and 
make a break in the last two laps." 

This he did, claiming fastest lap of 
the race (still short of Kevin Schwantz' 
1991 record) on the last lap: 


Crafar was left trailing slightly, but 


Biaggi went with him all the way. 

"| had some fantastic long slides on 
the last lap," Biaggi said. "And I tried to 
go inside Mick a couple of times, but he 
closed the door on me. I’m happy to be 
back on the podium, but more so 
because in our Barcelona tests last week 
we got the bike back on track." 

Barros was five seconds adrift at the 
finish but comfortably clear of Checa, 
who complained later of a lack of grip 
from the rear that effectively ruined his 
chances. Criville, another eight seconds 
away, manfully took the blame himself. 

“I don't think I've ever ridden so 
badly at Assen," he said. "I had front- 
suspension problems that slowed me 
down, and that meant my gearing was 


wrong. This year I've found it really 
hard to go at the pace I know I am capa- 
ble of here." | 

Aoki was just seven seconds behind, 
but he was close to collapsing at the finish. 

"| cannot use any power through my 
legs, so I had to do everything with my 
arms and shoulders," he said. "For the 
last five laps I could hardly control the 
bike." 

Okada had the opposite problem. 

“I had to steer by weighting the 
footrests," he said. "That was really tir- 








ing. I’m just happy to finish the race and 
get some points." 

Regis Laconi, Crafar's teammate, 
never did pick up the pace but claimed 
ninth after a race-long battle with Jurgen 
van den Goorbergh, best of the V-twin 
Hondas after works rider Sete Giber- 
nau's bike started to slide so badly he 
had to pull in. Garry McCoy's Honda 
was more than 20 seconds back. Then 
came a lone Kenny Roberts Jr., riding in 
pain with his foot fractures; American 
Assen first-time Matt Wait, Briton Scott 
Smart, and substitute Tecmas rider 
Bernard Garcia, who ran out of fuel near 
the finish and free-wheeled over the line. 

Juan Borja also crashed out, while 
Jean-Philippe Ruggia's MuZ debut 
ended in early mechanical failure. 
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Marco Melandri (13) passes Kazuta Sakata 
(4) in the final chicane on the last lap to 
take his first 125cc GP win. Melandri, only 
15 years old, became the youngest ever 
GP winner. 





Biaggi moved back to the top of the 
championship table, with Doohan omi- 
nously close - 118-115. Criville has 113,

“I thought I could control Capirossi 
and Harada, but in the end I didn't need 
to," the jubilant 19-year-old said, his hair 
dyed a vivid orange for the occasion.

It all came down to the last lap, and 
though Sakata fought back after 
Melandri's first attack, the second was 


- timed perfectly for the run into the final 


chicane, and the teenager did it just 
right to lead his rival over the line by 
less than .030 of a second. 

But Sakata did have his champi- 
onship lead to think about, and second 
place was enough to stretch that still 
further. 

Manako's third came after an amaz- 
ing ride through after finishing lap one 
in 14th place. He caught the pursuit 
pack with only one lap left, and by the 
end of it he had passed four riders to 
lead Cecchinello, Tokudome, Giansanti, 
Roberto Locatelli and Fred Petit across 
the line by inches. 

Sakata now has 131 points, with 
Melandri and Manako equal on 97, and 
his next rivals, Cecchinello and Masao 
Azuma, on бб and 65, respectively. €N

‘Luca Cadalora has quit the Suzuki team after just one of two 
planned rides. The Italian, who joined after a strong performance 
at testing at Barcelona, was slated to race the bike at Donington 
Park as well. But he was unhappy with the bike's handling at 
Assen and said, "| need to test the bike away from a race to 
make the improvements | need." Team manager Garry Taylor 
‘said: "We only planned two races with Luca. just a week apart, so 
there was no time to do any testing. We re releasing him with no 
hard feelings, and l'm sorry that we can't go any further at this 
time." Cadalora had been erratically brilliant at Assen. He fell on 
the first day of practice and was all at sea. The next morning he 
was slower only than Doohan, and in the afternoon was a serious 
front-row contender. In the race, he was stuck behind Alex Criville 
when he lost the front wheel and crashed again. "At least this 
time it was at a slow corner," he said afterward. 





Cadalora's surprise move opened speculation that the Italian may 
be on the brink of a deal with another team - either to move back 
to Yamaha or possibly to- take over John Kocinski's Movistar 
Honda. Luca Cadalora's Suzuki debut at Assen coincided with 
something of a revival for the troubled third Japanese factory 
team - but the affair was fraught throughout the weekend. He 
blamed a chassis. geometry requiring. excessive counter-steering 
for his first crash, and after running in the wet, "where it is easier 
to identify these things,” he-went further: "It's not a little problem 
that you only find at the limit. It's a big problem you can feel at 
only 80 percer. 


Has the Grand Prix return of John Kocinski gone sour? Has 
the World Superbike Champion. walked out on his tearn? Or is it 
just a little blip on the graph? Speculation was rife at Assen after 
Kocinski left early after a poor practice performance, blaming: the 
‘injury. incurred in the Madrid: GP and saying he would probably 


also miss the British GP. Kocinski suffered a maor abrasion to the 
little finger on his left hand, and it was. far from healed when he 
came to Assen. After ending up 19th in qualifying, he left early, 
saying: "It's useless to race in my condition. It’s not safe... for me 
or the other riders; and impossible to score a decent result. | have 
to be realistic and accept things as they are." MoviStar Honda 
team owner Sito Pons’ comments were revealing of some dismay 
in the team. “This is John's decision and there's nothing we can 
say about it, but we respect what he wants to do. We cannot 
force him to race if he doesn't feel ready." But there were rumors 
of more serióus dissent within the MoviStar pit, where his so- 
called junior teammate Carlos Checa has been consistently out- 
ranking him, as well as of willful damage to his motorcycle, as 
when his. Suzuki 250cc career collapsed midseason in 1993. This 
marks the halfway point of the World Superbike Champion's 
return to GPs, and so far it has fallen short of expectations. “| 
have what | need," Kocinski has insisted all along, and that it 
would only be a matter of time before he regained. the front. But 
luck has not been. on his side. His latest injury came after he was 
knocked off the track from behind by a late-braking Alex Barros 
on the first lap of the Jast GP. 


High .drama in the closing minutes of the 500cc qualifying session 
began when Modenas. rider. Ralf Waldmann crashed into the 
Airfence at one of the tighter corners of the track after his three- 
cylinder motor seized. The. German followed the bike under the 
billowing plastic Airfence, and the bike exploded into flames. Mar- 
shals quickly pulled Waldmann out of harm's way and got the fire 
under control. Practice had already been red-flagged by then, 
because of the damage to the Airfence, and the bikes were held 
in the pits for some 20 minutes while it was repaired. Waldmann 
suffered a wrist fracture, missing not only the Dutch round but 
most likely next weekend's British round às well. 


The second drama was because the accident happened with just 
two minutes and 12 seconds of the session remaining. A number 
of riders, including Mick Doohan, were already engaged in the 


` final sprint for grid positions, and had to abort crucial hot laps. 


Restarting practice would give them one chance - if they could 
complete the out lap within the time available - and a standing- 
start 2:12 lap is no mean achievement. A gang of 14 riders gath- 
ered at the pit exit, waiting for the green light. One waited at the 
other end of the pits - Doohan, his eyes fixed on his crew chief, 
Jerry Burgess, in the pit, who was counting off the seconds. He 
sent his rider off just before the lights went green so that when he 
arrived at the pit exit the traffic was clearing, but he.was already 
doing 50 mph or more. By the time he got to the first corner, he 
was in second place, soon to lead. Six other riders followed him 
around to get a second timed lap. For Alex Criville, Norick Abe 
and Alex Barros. as for Doohan. it was their fastest of the ses- 
sion. Tadayuki Okada, Juan Borja and Sete Gibernau got a time 
in, but did not improve. Those who failed to make the cut included 
Carlos Checa, Cadalora, Laconi and Jurgén van den Goorbergh. 


Yamaha's long-standing absentee Jean-Michel Bayle with- 


‘drew from the Dutch GP after a recurrence of headache prob- 


lems. following more-or-less successful tests at Barcelona the 
week after the Madrid GP. Ironically, his team boss, Wayne 
Rainey, had just watched top substitute Luca Cadalora walk away 
to Suzuki, as he dutifully kept the seat open for the Frenchman, 
who has yet to race this year. 


Randy Mamola caused a stir on the first day of practice, dress- 
ing up in full'helmet and leathers and walking into the Team Rainey 
pit as if to climb aboard Bayle's bike. As Rainey watched, chuck- 
ling, mechanics. and "teammate" nce Abe looked on in amaze- 
ment. 


Sete Gibernau's much-improved- form on the V-twin Honda 


. came after a switch to a 250cc-sized rear tire from the intermedi- 


ate size usually used on his factory 500. Previous rider Takuma 
Aoki got much better results using the large tire, but when he 
tried a 250 tire, though faster, it would last only a handful of laps. 
Gibernau's smoother riding style -.as well as improved tire 
endurance - may: be the key to the breakthrough. |

HURRICANE MILLS, TN, JUNE 20-21 
fter nearly a two-year absence 
from competing in the Nation- 
al Reliability Enduro Series, 
. four-time series champion 
Rodney Smith proved he’s still the man 
to beat. The Suzuki factory rider set the 
fastest times in all 10 of the two-day 
qualifier’s special tests. 

Smith, who was unable to defend his 
fourth consecutive Reliability Enduro 
Series Championship in 1997 when 
Team Off-Road Suzuki began concen- 
trating on the National GNCC series, 
tallied a 111-second lead over second- 
place finisher Mike Lafferty to win the 
event at Lorretta Lynn’s Dude Ranch. 

“This is like a win-win deal for me,” 
Smith said. “I came here to get some 
experience оп a 125. [11 be riding a 125 
at Six Days this year, so I figured I better 
prove that I can win (an ISDE-race for- 
mat) on one. I’ve always raced 250s (off- 
road) and basically have no off-road 
experience on one. I'll have to admit 
coming here I was second-guessing my 
chances at winning the overall on a 125. 
I thought, “Maybe I should be riding à 
250 here and concentrate on the 125 
later.' I still motocross 125s occasionally, 


` but I’ve never raced one off-road. 


“What bothered me the most was, 
Could I adapt to the smaller bike?" 
added Smith, the former Grand Prix 
motocrosser and two-time Brazilian 125 
and 250cc National Motocross Champi- 
on. "Even walking the tests on Friday, I 
thought for sure the bigger bikes had too 
much of an advantage. With all the hills, 
I was almost convinced that an overall 


was out of the question. I guess I didn't 
disappoint anybody, especially myself."

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Although Smith dominated the 91- 
rider field, no overall winner was offi- 
cially recognized. According to the 
AMA s Hugh Fleming, “The Tennessee 
Two-day Qualifier is held primarily to 
declare individual class champions in 
each of the six recognized classes: 0- 
125cc and 175cc-plus two-stroke classes; 
0- 250сс, 251- 400cc, and 500cc-plus four- 
stroke classes; and the Senior (40-years- 
or-older) Class. 

Smith's overall two-day score of 5096 
gave him the Lightweight (0-125cc) Two- 
Stroke National Championship. Finishing 
second overall and claiming the Heavy- 
weight (175cc-plus) Two-Stroke National 
Championship was KTM-mounted Laf- 
ferty, who scored a 5206. GNCC specialist 
Barry Hawk and his Yamaha were third 
overall with a score of 5290. Hawk won 
the Middlebore (251-400cc) Four-Stroke 
National Championship. 


Other National Reliability Enduro | 


Series Class Champions included Works 
Enduro Riders Chris Smith in the Small- 
bore (0-250cc) Four-Stroke class. Smith 
and his Honda finished fourth overall 
with a score of 5344. Summers Racing 
Components” Scott Summers carded a 
score of 5363 on his Honda to win the 
Big-bore (500cc-plus) Four-Stroke 
Championship. Summers finished sixth 
overall behind Sport Cycle 
Racing / Yamaha s Robbie Jenks, who 
competed in the Heavyweight Two- 
Stroke class and carded a score of 5360.

"That's what we came here to con- 
centrate on," said Lafferty, the reigning 
National Enduro Series Champion: “The 
other two qualifiers I rode this year 
were scored as part of the National 
Enduro Series, and the pressure was on 
me to win. Here (with no enduro series 
points on the line), I was able to back off 
a little and work on technique and bike 
setup for Six Days." 

Yamaha's Randy Hawkins and 
Kawasaki's Destry Abbott scored the 
other two fastest grass-track times. Both 
of those tests were held on day one at 
the Loretta Lynn's motocross track. 
Hawkins took the morning's second- 
fastest-time honors, finishing just five 
seconds behind Smith's score of 380 sec- 
onds. Abbott took the afternoon runner- 
up slot with a score of 380 - 16 seconds 
behind Smith. 

“I really had problems getting things 
going here," said Abbott, who finished 
seventh overall and third in the 175cc- 
plus two-stroke class. "I didn't even 
know I was coming until midweek, so I 
had to borrow a bike. I flew out here on 
Friday and brought along my suspen- 
sion and stuff. Saturday, 1 spent most of 
the day just getting used to the unfamil- 
iar bike. I’m not a tight woods rider and 
by midmorning I had to cut two inches 
off my bars. 1 finally got thing going on 
Saturday afternoon, and I was really 
looking forward to that final motocross 
test." 

Smith's biggest win in a special test 
came during Saturday's last terrain test 
(test 5), where he bested Lafferty by 26 
seconds. It was here where the Oakley, 
California, native took control. 

"I'm real surprised that I did that 
well," Smith said. "It felt like my worst 














test of the (two-day) event. About 
halfway through the test, I hit a tree 
head on. There was nothing I could do, 
so | just closed my eyes and held on. It 
completely brought me to a stop and 
really broke my rhythm. And that's the 
last thing you want to have happen on a 
125. That's the biggest difference 
between riding a 250 and a 125 - keep- 
ing your momentum. With a 250, you 
can usually make up the difference with 
horsepower. With a 125, you have to 
ride smooth and be aggressive all the 
time." 

Hawkins had trouble with a tree as 
well. 

"In the first test (on Saturday), my 
rear tire bounced off a tree root and I 
crashed hard when my bars caught a 
tree," Hawkins said. "It was scary. I 
think I heard trees breaking. I recovered 
pretty good in the next test and my 
times remained respectable, but it ulti- 
mately cost me the (middlebore 400cc 
four-stroke) class championship." 

Hawkins finished that test 54 seconds 
off Smith's pace of 779 seconds. 

Hawkins' other score did hold up for 
a first in class and fourth overall after 
day one, but his day-two scores finished 
just off the mark, with Hawkins' Yama- 
ha teammate Barry Hawk taking control 
of the 400cc Four-Stroke class. 

"| rode with Randy both days and I 
knew he was hurting after that crash," 
Hawk said. “Saturday he hung in there, 
but Sunday was a different story. He led 
(in the trail sections) on Saturday and he 
was still riding pretty smooth, but on 
Sunday he let me lead so he could read 
my lines." 

Hawk's scores also improved on 
Sunday, where he scored the second- 
fastest terrain test in the first test of the 
day. Smith put together an 811-second 
effort, with Hawk posting a score of 824. 

"Day two was better for me," Hawk 
said. "This was my first qualifier ever 
and I definitely started to get the hang 
of it on Sunday." 

The two-day qualifier, which was put 
on by GNCC series promoter Racer Pro- 
ductions, used 68 miles of mostly single- 
and two-track trails with four fixed spe- 
cial test areas and three check locations. 
The event consisted of two loops on Sat- 
urday, where Parc Ferme (the 
start/work area) served as check one, 
four and seven. Checks two, three, five 
and six were the only "out checks." 
Because of rain on Sunday, the day-two 
event was shortened to just one loop 
with four tests and four checks. 

“We took a little different approach 
here," Racer Productions' Jeff Russell, 
1991 National Enduro Champ and six- 
time ISDE participant, explained. 
"Although this is part of the National 
Reliability Enduro Series (which quali- 





















fies riders for the ISDE), we didn't think 
it needed all of the complexities that 
encompass an actual ISDE. We followed 
the basic rules, like marked parts, 
impounding and no outside assistant, 
but limited the number of checks and 
made the trail pace easier. We also tried 
to put more emphasis on designing spe- 
cial tests to resemble what ISDE riders 
would experience. Like Six Days, we let 
the riders ‘ride through’ the terrain tests 
(or Enduro Tests) the first time they see 
them (during their first loop.) The Grass 
Tracks (or Cross Tests) have been 
marked in advance and will be timed 
each time the riders ride through them." 

“J.R. (Jeff Russell) did an awesome 
job," Smith said. "The problem with our 
qualifier series in the past is, all it did 
was qualify riders for Six Days. It didn't 
really prepare them for what Six Days 
was going to be like. Six Days consists of 
long days with plenty of difficult tests. 
Here we had exactly what Six Days is all 
about." CN

"When we 
heard that the Two-Day Championship was 
available this year, we knew we wanted to 
get involved," Russell said. "Last year we 
tried a one-day event and the response was 
overwhelming. We understand that the FIM 
is looking at scheduling one of the World 
Enduro rounds (which resembles our Quali- 
fier Enduro rules) in the United States. 
Racer Productions would love to host such 
an event at Lorretta Lynn's.”

lame it on Miguel. 
Well before his season ended in 
turn one on a wet afternoon at 
New Hampshire International Speed- 
way, the AMA Superbike leader said 
that he thought the AMA regulars - 
himself, Anthony Gobert, Doug Chan- 
dler, his teammate Ben Bostrom, and the 
rest - could keep the World Superbike 
riders off the podium in both races at 
the Laguna Seca round of the World 
Superbike Championship. 
"| think a lot of us are really motivat- 
ed right now, and I think we can keep 
those guys off the podium," DuHamel 
said. "I think we definitely have the 
depth in the field to do that. Everybody 
gets pretty psyched up for World Super- 
bike, but you can never count those 
guys (the World Superbike regulars) 
out. It's really something that I hope can 
happen. Our race pace there in April 
was really fast. Doug (Chandler) and 1 
had а pace that was three 





seconds faster than Kocins- 
ki and Fogarty ran there last year, so I 
guess you could say we would have 
won by three seconds. I did a 27.5 on the 
last lap while doing a wheelie. I'm really 
optimistic of our chances in World 
Superbike and I'm feeling really good 
with the way things have been going for 
me lately. Mat (Mladin).and Anthony 
(Gobert) would like to show some peo- 
ple some things there, and that's Doug's 
track. I think it should be good." 

(First, a correction: The first race was 
won by Castrol Honda's John Kocinski 
in a time of 41 minutes, 0.380 seconds. 
He won the second race in 40 minutes, 
57.308 seconds. When DuHamel beat 
Chandler this past April, his time was 
41 minutes, 4.8 seconds - slower than 
either race. So, no, he would not have 
won by those three seconds. On the flip 
side, Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin 
qualified with a time of 1:25.600, well 
under the 1:26.628 set by Ducati's Pier- 
Francesco Chili last year.) 

Can the AMA regulars keep the WSB 
riders off the podium? 

"Pretty much impossible. That's not 
going to happen," said Ducati Perfor- 
mance's Carl Fogarty, who chased 
Kocinski in both races last year. 

Throwing down the gauntlet, Fogar- 
ty added, “ТЇЇ be surprised if any of the 
American championship runners will 


-get on the podium this year." 
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Without DuHamel, it's going to be 
significantly harder. 

^For sure, with him (DuHamel) we 
stood a hell of a chance," the current 
AMA Superbike Series points leader, 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler, 
said. "I don't know, I want to hope that 
at least one of us gets on the box in both 
races. I don't care who it is, if one of us 
can do that. The more that could, that's 
great. We really lost one of our best 
hopes with Miguel going out, which is 
kind of a bummer." 

Another Ducati person put it this 
way: “No f---ing way. You dreaming. 
What're you, f---ing crazy?" Those 
weren't the comments of a World Super- 
bike Series member, but those of Fast By 
Ferracci's Eraldo Ferracci. "Miguel got 
to watch his mouth. I respect him 
because he's one tough cookie, but he 
ought to keep his mouth shut. Those 
guys, they mean business." 

Castrol Honda's Colin Edwards II 
sees it like this: "That would be a pretty 
tough feat and I don't see it happening. 
The thing about it is, no matter how the 
weather is, no matter how bad the tires 
may be on that particular weekend, no 
matter what, we all find a way to sur- 
vive some way. We all grind it out. 
Carl's (Fogarty) probably a typical 
example of that. He just grinds and 
grinds and somehow he gets it to work. 
I think we've all got the ability. Sure, at

Laguna, there's no way. We'll be on the 
podium. No way. That's the main differ- 
ence from AMA to World Superbike: 
Those guys are just as good as we are, 






but the main thing is the last two laps 
are do or die in AMA. Where here, it’s 
every lap. It’s not just the last two or 
three laps.” 

World Superbike leader Troy Corser 
of the Ducati team says: “It’s sort of like 
going to Japan. You go to Japan and you 
know there’s going to be guys there 
who are fast. They're the first you've got 
to beat because they're there; they've 
got a setup and they know they can go 
out and do 26s or 27s straight away 
from the pits. I feel confident I can go to 
Laguna, and if I don’t get up on the 
podium then I'll be up there, I'll score 
points and if I don't, then okay. But I 
like racing at Laguna. The bike goes 
good at Laguna. | think the hardest bat- 
tle there is going to be Anthony (Gob- 
ert). Because he's going to want to prove 
that he can still race with World Super- 
bike riders - not that he needs to, 
because everyone knows he can. All the 
same, now that he's on a Ducati, well, 
now it ain't the bike. It was always, T'If 
be able to do this, that and whatever.’ 
He's definitely going to be a rider who's 
there, doing something more than any 
of the other riders. I wouldn't be sur- 
prised if he wasn't back here (in World 
Superbike racing) next year." 

Corser isn't the only one who 
believes that Gobert is going to be the 
man to beat. Fogarty said, "I think the 
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only one that possibly might go well 


there is Gobert." 

"I m sure there might be one AMA 
rider on the podium, but I’m sure there 
won't be three,” Kawasaki's Neil Hodg- 
son says. "I'm positive. It's difficult to 
say who the AMA rider will be; Gobert 
is Gobert. He's very good around the 
circuit. He's a man that could be there. 
There's him, DuHamel, or Chandler - 
one of them three. There's nobody else 
that's going to be on the podium." 

"I want to win both races. I think 
probably everybody knows that - most 
people who go there probably do," 
Gobert says. "There's only a few of us 
that can actually do it. I think Corser 
will be hard to beat. I think Chili will 
be hard to beat. Nobody knows about 
Haga - maybe he'll be hard to beat. I 
know they all want to beat me really 
bad, and I want to beat them really 
bad." 

As for whether the AMA regulars 
could sweep the podium, Gobert 
didn't think it would happen. 

"Dreaming, I reckon," he says. 

One of the world regulars who 
won't be drawn into the debate is 
Castrol Honda's Aaron Slight. 

“Good luck to you," Slight said 
of DuHamel. ^I don't care. I mean, 
if he does, good luck to him. As 
long as they all do and it doesn't 
muck up our points. If he wins, 
and I'm second, and then it's a lot 
of other Americans and then Carl 
Fogarty, it's okay." 

Another difference between 
the two series is equipment. 
How different are the Vance & 
Hines Ducatis from the World 
Superbike variety? 

Both the Ducati World 
Superbikes and Vance & Hines' 
machines use three injector 
heads, but rules mandate 
60mm throttle bodies, com- 
pared to the AMA's 54s. Eral- 
do Ferracci, whose team uses 
two injector heads, believes 
that the third injector means 
more top end. 

"They brag about 9 horsepower," 
said Ferracci, "but it's maybe 6 or 7." 

Ferracci also thinks they'll change 
engines more frequently than the AMA 
teams will. They may use one on Friday, 
one on Saturday, and one for each leg 
on Sunday. Typically, Ferracci will use 
two all weekend. 

. Jim Leonard, the crew chief for the 
Vance & Hines Ducati team, says that 
another difference is fuel. The fuels have 
different specific gravities and oxygen 
contents. Most importantly, FIM rules 


mandate unleaded fuel; the AMA uses 


leaded gas. That requires a change in the 
computer mapping and it's something 
Leonard began working on the dyno as 
soon as the team returned from the 
AMA Superbike race at Loudon at the 
end of June. 

“I know they're working pretty hard 
updating that stuff," he said. 

As for whether the AMA boys will 
take the day, Leonard said: "In my 
book, that's a pretty large statement. If 
you look at the schedule, we have to 
leave the World Superbike race for Mid- 
Ohio. Anyone in the AMA champi- 
onship doesn't want to leave cracked 
up.” 

“It’s the most important race I'll do 
all year because it's against the World 
guys,” Chandler said. “Everyone thinks 
you can't risk it; you've got to concen- 
trate on your own series. I did that a bit 
the last two years, but I’m pretty content 
with what we've done. I want to be able 
to just go and race and have fun, and to 
























































guys," Yates says. "Last year, Doug 
(Chandler) was there and we had our 
problems, but Гуе gotten really comfort- 
able at Laguna and we've got a good 
setup that seems to go good there. I real- 
ly hated that I didn't get to do the 
National there. We should also have the 
fuel injection dialed in by then. In the 
testing we've done there, we've gone 
really well. I feel like it'S a good possi- 
bility." 

On the World Superbike tour, Miche- 
lin rules; in AMA racing, it's all Dunlop. 
The Dunlop-supplied AMA teams - all 
but Fast By Ferracci - will be getting the 
latest World Superbike rubber, accord- 
ing to Jim Allen, Dunlop's national road 
race manager. His Michelin counterpart, 
David Hohman, said that Ferracci's 
team will be getting the same tires as the

that's my most important

Gary Medley, Doug Chandler's 
Muzzy Kawasaki crew chief, says that 
his team shares no information with the 
Kawasaki Superbike team run by 
Harold Eckl, which gets its bike directly 
from Japan. 

"We have more options we can play 
with," Medley said about the R&D work 
the team does at their headquarters in 
Bend, Oregon. ^I think we'll be very 
competitive this year. Last year we 
broke a crank, something that never 
happened in all my years here." 

. Suzuki crew chief Don Sakakura said 
that the Suzuki AMA and World Super- 
bike teams share as much information 
as possible. 

"Basically they're the same; it's just a 
matter of rider preference. It works out 
kind of well. We trade information," 
Sakakura said. When special parts are 
produced, there's enough to go around. 
"Suzuki tries to do it that way. If it's 
available, they want to have it for all the 
guys, not just one team and rider." What 
the Yoshimura team has been working 
on this year is more top speed. "We 
have similar comments from the World 
Superbike guys," Sakakura said. 

Yoshimura Suzuki should have 
their fuel injection working by then, 
something which should improve the 
chances of Mat Mladin and Aaron Yates. 

"With him (DuHamel) not being 
there, it's going to be one less of the top

Aaron Yates 
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oriyuki Haga announced his 
arrival on the World Superbike 
scene by winning three of the 
first four races. They were bravado per- 
formances on the much-maligned 
Yamaha YZF750 that had many of the 
World Superbike regulars shaking their 
heads. 

Opening the season at Phillip Island 
in Australia, Haga split wins with for- 
mer World Champion Carl Fogarty of 
the Ducati Performance team. 

"What he did there didn't really 
impress as much as what he did at Don- 
ington," Fogarty remembers. "I thought 
that was pretty good." 

When the tour hit the continent, 
Haga held off a determined Troy Cors- 
er, another former World Champion 
and the Donington Park track record 
holder, in both races at the tricky East 
Midlands circuit in England. What he 
did on Saturday night made his race feat 
even more impressive. 

The night before the race he was in a 
pub, drinking with the boys. First two 
beers, then three gin-and-tonics. Riders 
aren't known to be saints, but most 
eschew alcohol of any sort during a race 
weekend. To toss back that much the 
night before a race is unheard of. To win 
the races the next day is beyond words. 








Haga is unapologetic. 

“It relaxes me because I like drink- 
ing," he said through an interpreter. 
"Every day in Japan, I go out and drink 
with friends." 

To many Japanese, visiting a bar after 
work is considered an essential part of 
the workday. He likes 1980s disco music 
but wouldn't think of going to a disco. 

Yamaha World Superbike team man- 
ager Davide Brivio says that Haga cre- 
ates "a good atmosphere among team 
members, even though he doesn't speak 
English. When there's a party or dinner 
he makes it enjoyable, makes it fun for 
everybody." 

"Everyone is a friend (in the pad- 
dock)," he says. “АП riders are friends. 
In Japan, riders stab each other in the 
back. Here it's completely different. 
They're all good guys. They feel like 
friends." 

Even though he speaks little English, 
he tries to put words together and say 
what comes out. 

“It forces people to understand me, 
even if it's nonsense," said Haga. 

After setting such high standards, 
there was nowhere to go but down - 
which is where he went, quickly and 
violently, in practice for the Italian 
round at Monza. 

Now, as he settles in for the long 
haul, which Haga will show up at each 
stop on the tour is anxiously awaited. 


Will it be the one from Australia and 
Donington, or the one from Misano? He 
can win both races on a day, or he can 
crash out of both, as he did in Italy. 

One thing is certain: He has the sort 
of natural talent that is very rare. What 
he does on a motorcycle is almost 
unique; mostly it brings to mind Antho- 
ny Gobert, another young rider who 
made a splash on the World Superbike 
scene by riding harder than anyone else. 

The rider who has seen the most of 
him is his teammate Scott Russell. Rus- 
sell rode the Yamaha last year and Colin 
Edwards II rode if for the last three, but 
neither of them was able to do what 
Haga did in his first race as a World 


Superbike regular - win. 


He is unconventional in another 
sense, this 23-year-old from Aichi Pre- 
fecture. Haga refutes the notion that 
training is essential. He admits to train- 
ing very little, only "chicky-chicky," he 
said through an interpreter, one who 
couldn't contain his laughter. ^Was that 
jiggy-jiggy or chicky-chicky?" Yamaha's 
Grand Prix media man Rupert 
Williamson was asked. Either way, the 
meaning was conveyed: Haga trains 
through recreational sex. Not to put too 
fine a point on it, but his slightly 
doughy figure says little about his pow- 
ers of seduction. 

One look at him tells you he is a little 
different. At Albacete, the fourth race of 





the year, his hair was a fading Kawasaki 
green. He said he'd tried black and gold; 
this was just another hue. There are the 
double earrings in the left ear. The flash 
watch is a Rolex Submariner. 

The rider he most resembles, accord- 
ing to his rivals, is Anthony Gobert. But 
Dunlop's Dave Watkins, a veteran of 
both the Grand Prix and World Super- 
bike tours, thinks there's another rider 
he brings to mind. 

"Haga reminds me of (Kevin) 
Schwantz,” Watkins said. “He seems to 
be able to get around a race track six dif- 
ferent ways and come up with the same 
lap time. Kevin could do that. Kevin 
was more imaginative. He hates losing. 
And he doesn't seem to be hard on 
tires." 

Russell prefers to think that “he’s like 
a Japanese Gobert, isn't he - kind of, in a 
way?" 

Russell says he's a "a young, hungry 
kid over here in Europe. We were all 
there at one stage in our career. Some of 
us made more of it than others. I think 
that this series, most of the guys out 
there now are all over 30. We got this 
young kid who stepped in, and he'll 
saw the front end off anybody. Some of 
us are more strategic racers, I think. And 
he's more just seat-of-the-pants. You 
pass him and he's going to f---ing pass 
you back. 

“I think that more or less he's with- 





out a big plan for the race. He cut his 
teeth on the Yamaha; that is the bike 
he's ridden for four years now. He 
developed his style around this motor- 
cycle and it works for him. Colin 
(Edwards) rode the bike all over the 
front end of the bike. Ї don't; Í sit up. I 
always have. He rides all over the front 
end of the bike. He's got a lot of entry 
speed through the corners, good entry 
speed, bad angles. Like he'll brake into a 
corner and he'll come to outbrake some- 
° body and you'll see him way over and 
just peel it through the apex. But he gets 
away with it. But sometimes he doesn't 
get away with it. So far I’m not sure 
how he's really doing it yet. It'll work 
sometimes, sometimes it won't. That's 
not the way the book says to do it." 

Kawasaki's Neil Hodgson is another 
rider who's impressed with Haga. 

"| think he's very, very, very talented 
on a motorcycle,” Hodgson said. "He's 
got lots of confidence and big balls and 
all together it is a fantastic package - 
very hard to beat. Those sorts of people 
- it's an awful thing what Im going to 
say - they're almost, not impossible to 
beat, because that'd be a real defeatist 
thing to say. You almost hope they beat 
themselves because he's on the edge. 
His confidence is so high, you just keep 
thinking - I don't want anyone to crash, 
so I don't think about it that way. You 
almost think, ‘I hope his confidence gets 
knocked somehow, some way,’ and it 
comes back to human level. Because at 
the moment the way he rides is really 
fantastic. That was awesome. He just 
stepped on the bike with very, very few 
miles on it. Bloody hell. It looked safe. 
He didn't look out of place." 

Haga developed his style of racing in 
the All-Japan Superbike Championship. 
He won the title in 1997 after finishing 
eighth the year before. That same year 
he teamed with Colin Edwards II to win 
the Suzuka 8 Hours. 

The start of his racing career came 
aboard a pocket bike at the age of 4. 
He's been going fast ever since then. 

His first World Superbike win came 
last year at Sugo. Japanese riders doing 
well in Japan don't impress many peo- 
ple. When they get on the world stage, 
their talent often doesn't translate. Haga 
is the exception. 

“I’m never surprised,” Ducati's Pier- 
Francesco Chili said. "When I see him at 
Sugo last year, how he ride the bike, he 
can go everywhere." 

Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa, who 
raced against Haga in Japan and is in his 
second year on the World Superbike 
tour, didn't think he'd adjust this quick- 
ly. 

“I’m surprised, but not a big surprise 
because last year he did World Super- 
bike at Sugo and Indonesia and he did 
well,” Yanagawa said. "Then maybe he 
comes good result this year. But I cannot 
expect win. His riding is quite good, 
aggressive always, like crazy. I think 
possible to first year, this year my prob- 
lem is not like that, too much thinking. 
Last year I’m not thinking so much and 
it's so easy. But this is my problem and 1 
want to think he keep it up the whole 
season. Maybe Yamaha has a good chas- 
sis and the Dunlop tires are good for 
that machine, for him a perfect. Since 
1994 he start riding Yamaha and same 
machine - good combination." 

Having developed the Yamaha for 
the past several years in Japan has given 
him an edge, some riders believe. The 
machine is his and he knows exactly 
what it, and the tires, will do. 

"I know the performance of the 
machine and the characteristics of the 
machine," he said. "This line is different 





from other people. The origis f 
nal line is an advantage, the ^ 
best line with this machine." 

"When Anthony (Gobert) 
was fast (on the Honda RC45 
in Australia or on the Muzzy 
Kawasaki), he looked like he 
was out of shape because he 
was sliding it going in and 
then he was on the gas," Troy 
Corser said. "That's when the 
rider's happy with what he's 
got underneath him and he 
uses what he's got. And that's 
how I can see Haga going. He 
spent so much time on the 
Yamaha in Japan, with Dunlop 
tires. For him, he's just riding 
on new tracks. 

"] think a lot of it has to do 
with the tires, because Antho- 
ny (Gobert) used to look the 
same. Any rider who's good 
can come to a new track and 
go fast; I proved that in '95 
and '96 - the first time on the 
track, by the end of Friday, 
Saturday, I was up on the first 
two rows or front row because 
I was happy with what I had 
underneath me - that's all I can 
say. He's obviously a good 
rider, because he can ride hard 
and when everything's going 
good he can use it. 

“I think, again, that's his 
tires. He's just using what he's 
got. He knows that he can go 
in here and brake and turn it 
because the tires let him. 
Where our things, we try to do 
it - no way. So we have to go 
out here and do this. You just 
use what you got and that's sort of the 
easiest way to do it. If you can use what 
you got to the best you can get out of it, 
you'll be fast. When you try to use 
something that it doesn't want to do, 
that's when you crash." 

Castrol Honda's Aaron Slight, anoth- 
er World Superbike veteran, agrees with 
Corser. 

“He uses mainly his own lines," said 
Slight, "but if there's a gap he'll attack 
and he'll suffer the consequence after- 
wards - if it's slow out of the corner or 
whatever. If there's a gap, he'll go for it. 
Riding around the track in qualifying, 
he'll be on the same line. Everybody 
goes on how slow he'd get into the cor- 
ner, and in 1994, when I was on Dunlop, 
everybody was going on about Doning- 
ton too, and they seem to forget it's a 
different bike. Dunlop's got no real 
engine brake grip, no reverse grip, 
where Michelin has a bit more and it's 
easier to hang it out." 

Fogarty, for one, isn't surprised that 
Haga's been able to get the most out of 
the bike. 

"The Yamaha's always been a good 
bike," Fogarty pointed out. "It's just 
now it's got someone who's riding it to 
the best of its ability. It's always been 
probably the best-turning bike out there 
and good-handling bike and on most 
circuits that's good, apart from Hocken- 
heim, and we don't go there anymore - 
like Monza, and that's gone." 

The ability to go allout, regardless of 
the consequences, doesn't always pro- 
duce the most consistent results. The 
evidence has come with his erratic fin- 
ishes this year. Still, it wasn't until the 
Misano round that Haga failed to score 
points. 

"You guys have just seen a little flash 
in the pan," Castrol Honda's Colin 
Edwards II said. “Two races he's gone 
exceptionally well. One race he crashed 
his brains out (in practice). It's just 











going to be a matter of some tracks he's 
going to go good, some tracks he's not 
going to go good. He made the Yamaha 
win and he did ride it on the edge. 
That's a lot put down to Im not as crazy 
as him. That's the main thing right 
there. I'm not willing to put my life on 
the line in every corner, whereas he 
don't care. If he crashes, he crashes." 

For his part, Haga says, "This is not 
risky riding; in order to get the champi- 
onship the first year I have to ride very 
hard." 

Haga realized after the fourth race in 
Albacete that he couldn't ride that way 
the rest of the season. The bike isn't up 
to par with the others, though he's 
diplomatic in describing its shortcom- 
ings. 

"The bike is not very fast," he began. 
"Because the bike that cannot go past on 
straights, I have to try and risk in diffi- 
cult points so I can pass (the other rid- 
ers). In any case, Yamaha makes a good 
engine and bike; they're always devel- 
oping the bike. It's also why I am match- 
ing with the bike. The chassis is perfect. 
The engine, I want more from engine. 
That they're trying to do." 

Having to ride beyond the means of 
the engine caught him out in Monza, thé 
third race of the season. The straight- 
line speed of the Castrol Hondas left 
everyone wheezing in their wake. 
Edwards won both races; Slight was sec- 
ond in the first and would've finished 
second in the second race had he not 
blown up on the last lap. 

During practice Haga had high-sided 
hard, flying five yards up in the air in a 
crash he described as one of the five 
worst of his career. In addition to hitting 
his face and head, he cut the inside of 
his mouth, damaged his right hand, 
ankle and knee, and hurt his back. He 
had difficulty breathing, but rode 
nonetheless to a ninth and a 10th. 

"There's a limit and he got away 
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with it a few times," Fogarty said. "He 
didn't get away with it at Monza." 

Where he goes from here will be 
determined by how much he's willing to 
risk. With the trend toward slower 
tracks worldwide, Haga has a good 
chance of finding success in many of the 
remaining rounds, including Laguna 
Seca. 

How long he'll remain in World 
Superbike has been a subject of consid- 
erable speculation. Russell thinks that 
Yamaha should swap Haga for Yamaha 
Team Rainey's Norick Abe right away. 

"They should have done it already," 
he says "They didn't know. Then he 
comes over and wins the first three, 
leading the championship. Maybe it's 
better to wait a year, give him a year, 
and he'll see the tracks, and then put 
him on something that's real - that'd 
probably be the best thing they could 
do." 

There's no hurry to move up to the 
500cc Grand Prix class, Haga says, even 
though he impressed many with his 
third-place ride in this year's Japanese 
GP at Suzuka. 

He expects to race superbikes for two 
or three years. 

"I m in no hurry. Give it the time 
that's needed," he says. 

The only shocking thing he said dur- 
ing two interviews was that he wanted 
to ride a Honda NSR500 four-cylinder. 
But it turns out that he was misunder- 
stood. 

"I'd like to try a four-cylinder 500 
Honda, because I already tried a four- 
cylinder Yamaha,” he said. “I think that 
anyone would like to try a four-cylinder 
Honda. I’ve heard that this bike is very 
good. I'd like to know what it's like.” 

But he emphasizes that he has no 
desire to leave Yamaha for Honda, even 
though he’s likely to be the most highly 
valued commodity on the market when 
the season ends. CN 
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p » he words Scott Russell spoke held 
í -less meaning than how they were 
— spoken. Scott Russell was angry, his 
comfortable Georgian drawl now excit- 
ed, profanities lacing his discourse. He 
was angry because he hadn't been able 
to give Yamaha a World Superbike vic- 
tory in his year and a half with them, 
though he was happy that his new 
teammate Noriyuki Haga had. He was 
angry because he was being written off, 
that people were going to remember 
him for what he was, rather than what 
he knows he is. Yes, he'd won the Day- 
tona 200 for the record fifth time, second 
in a row for Yamaha, but the win had 
left him somehow empty; like it was too 
easy. The victory lap lacked the victori- 
ous passion of previous years. 

If there was anything which 
enlivened the 33-year-old Georgian, it 
was the progress the team had recently 
made with the bike. New forks tested at 
the Italian Misano circuit indicated that 
it was getting better. The results hadn't 
come, but it felt better, it felt like a 
motorcycle he could win on - it was a

feeling he hadn't yet felt in his time with’ 


Yamaha. Now it was up to him, which is 


how he liked it. 


The thing about Scott Russell is that 
there is no artifice. Bull----t is probably a 
better word. It takes very little to ani- 
mate him these days and the stimuli are 
everywhere. There's his very successful 
teammate Haga; the "Japanese Gobert," 
as he calls him. Haga has given Yamaha 
something he couldn't. There is the 
aging Yamaha YZF750, a machine writ- 
ten off until Haga whipsawed it into a 
number of winner's circles. There's the 
championship he feels he gave away to 
Carl Fogarty in 1994, a year after his 
only World Superbike title, that one 
coming the year after his AMA Super- 
bike title. And there's more. 

The greatest catalyst is his ability. 
Question it at your peril. 

"At the end of the day, if I went 
home tomorrow, I’ve been World 
Champion - how many people are going 
to be able to say that?” he asks. “Not 
that people remember so much things 
like that. But I’m not happy about it. 
There’s a few things that bother me. 
This bothers me right now, having to 
sometimes watch these motherf---ers go 
away from me that I know I’ve waxed 
the floor with before and will do it 
again. 

"I don't want to be a failed ex-cham- 
pion. I can't be that. I don't even want to 
remotely look like this, okay? I want to

go home before that happens. 111 know 
when it's time to hang up the leathers. | 
told myself years ago, when I can't win 
anymore I'm going f-—ing home. It ain't 
about the money, it ain't about being a 
hero, because I don't care for all the 
autographs. I'll do it; I can play that 
part, too. I like winning, crossing the 
line in front of everybody else and 
going, “Yeah. We're the best one 
today.” 

The last time that happened was this 
past March at Daytona. After American 
Honda’s Miguel DuHamel took himself 
out of the race on the 17th lap, Russell 
was marking time, waiting to roll down 
pit lane with the checkered flag and 
spray some champagne. He'd been 
down that road four times before. When 
he rode around the track with the check- 
ered flag, he seemed devoid of spirit, 
like it was more of a job than an accom- 
plishment that will likely never be 
matched. 

“1 think Daytona just got so damn 
easy and nobody to race with, that when 
I crossed the line, it’s like, ‘F---, it's 
over.' That's why I wasn't jumping. up 
and down," he recalls. "This is almost 
torture all day for me." 

Imagine then what it must be like 
trying to ride that same bike on tracks 
that demand more of a machine against 








riders who've beaten him regularly for 
the past year. As criticized as the Yama- 
ha is for being outdated, that's not Rus- 
sell's gripe with the bike. The problem is 
balance. 

“1 can still ride the way people used 
to look at Scott Russell when he rode,” 
he says. "The problem is, Im on a bike 
that don't suit my style. I'm on a bike 
that just don't suit my style. I developed 
my style on a Kawasaki. He (Noriyuki 
Haga) developed his style on a Yamaha. 
Nobody rode that Kawasaki like I did, 1 
don't think. My style is more of a sit-up 
relaxed position in the corner. The 
Kawasaki had weight distribution to the 
front, where the Yamaha doesn't. It sits 
too far back in the frame. You can't fix it 
legally. They can probably tack weight 
on the front, but then the bike's over- 
weight; we're already down on power 
so our hands are pretty much tied. 
We're probably one of the only factories 
out now that won't cheat. Trust me. This 
is what I have. It's getting a little bit bet- 
ter. Fm beginning to be able to work 
with it. But it's like sleeping with some- 
body else's wife - it feels good but it 
don't feel right. Not that I know what 
that's like," he quickly added with a 
laugh. "Every time I throw a leg over it 
until the (Misano test), other than Day- 
tona, I don't get it, At Daytona I just 





smoke at that track. Every time I walk 
through the garage all this year and 
most of the time last year it just felt - this 
is hard to come out of the f---kng bus." 

At the season's first race in Australia, 
at Phillip Island, Russell had trouble 
with the wind and his tires; most of the 
Michelin riders did at one time or anoth- 
er. Haga won one race, Fogarty the 
other. At Donington it was snowing in 
practice, then the track was too cold to 
give him any confidence in the front 
end. Haga won both races. Of Monza he 
says, “Just forget Monza," for both him- 
self and Haga, who high-sided nastily in 
practice and rode hurt in the race. Mis- 
ano was where he tested the new forks 
after Monza. 

"Got some temperature working our 
way and got these new front forks bolt- 
ed to the bike and it was better for the 
braking," Russell said. “The bike used to 
really dive on the brake and the back 
end would get loose, so it limited how 
hard I could attack in a corner. Now I 
feel more and more that I can attack 
harder and harder. It gives me a little bit 
more feel for the front and gives me a 
better feeling under the brakes. 

"And I think Im getting a lot closer 
now with the bike. I'm going to jinx 
myself, but I think we're there. I've got 
the best f---ing team I’ve ever been with 
right here. I’m happy as hell with that. 
And you know we maybe switched to 
Michelin and there's a price you've got 
to pay for the things you do. So far the 
penalty's been high. But I think it's 
going to start coming back our way. I 
think it’s going to come back to us. I 
think we're close. I feel like I can win 
tomorrow," he said on the eve of the 
Albacete round. "And I tell you what, I 
haven't felt like that in a long time. 1 
haven't rolled up to the grid, other than 
Daytona - forget Daytona - in a World 
Superbike race in a year or more and felt 
like I was going to win this race this 
day." 

Albacete was more unsettled weather 
and he didn't win. Nurburging was 
much the same. 

Misano was where he hoped to shine 
for the team, which is based outside of 
Milan. | 

As he struggled, Haga shone - for a 
while, at least. In Albacete, Haga admit- 
ted that he couldn't ride that hard in 
every race in every condition and expect 
to finish. Russell saw it coming. 

"Next question: No, it doesn't bother 
me that he's been doing good," Russell 
said. “It doesn't. I’m happy for Yamaha. 
They've won three races because 
they've gone so long. I'm just sad that it 
wasn't me to give it to them. Not sad, 
but I wish it was me. As far as him 
being quick in the team, it's good for the 
team morale, and then on my side, 
we've had worse results than we had at 
the beginning of the season. My 
morale's been down, confidence down, 
wondering if there's a way out. l've 
been struggling with that. It wasn't just 
him beating me, it was 10 other guys. So 
far I'm not sure how he's really doing it 
yet. It'll work sometimes, sometimes it 
won't. That's not the way the book says 
to do it. 

"You need to ride it kind of like he 
does. When somebody passes you, you 
need to pass them right back; otherwise 
they get away. He's 20-whatever and 
I'm 33 and I've been in it for a while and 
I don't want to get hurt doing some stu- 
pid move. If the move doesn't feel right 
to me, I'm not going to push the issue. 
I'm just not going to do it. l'm going to 
ride within my limits - that's where I’m 
going to be right now. I realize that my 
championship hopes are really dim this 


year, so for me, it's to prove to Yamaha 
that I still can do this, but in the right 
way, my way." 

Not winning has not only taken its 
toll on Russell, it's made him more 
reflective. 

“I beat myself up mentally - hard," 
he said. "Like in the Grands Prix, I had 
some good results on the Suzuki, podi- 
um a couple of times. Led a Grand Prix 
for 10 or so laps at one point. That was 
okay. I didn't look at that as a down- 
time. I looked at last year as the low 
point of my career: just coming back to 
the World Superbike series and finish 
fifth and never win a race. Im just not 
going to get my head with this bike and 
get it working. Plus, we had a lot of tire 
trouble last year. We had some trouble 
at some races and it rained a lot. And it 
was like, man, this is payback for all the 
bad things l've ever done to anybody in 
my life, for sure it is. Last year was pay- 
back, and I thought, "Well, hell, we're 
going to fix it this year. We're going to 
change tires and we're going to come 
out swinging next year.' I got my new 
crew chief, Fiorenzo Fanali. Tl take that 
guy up against anybody in the world 
right now. I’ve been with (Suzuki's) Stu- 
art Shenton, I've been with (Muzzy 
Kawasaki's) Gary (Medley). Hey, this 
guy's right here. I'll take him over any- 
body. He's good with his rider. He's 
good for the head. A pep-upper if you 
need it. 1 can be as down as I can be and 
he'll say, “Scott, for sure tomorrow’s bet- 
ter, even though he knows it's not 
going to be. It's a head game. Half this 
game's mental. More than half. And I 
beat the hell out of myself mentally this 
year and it's bad. It's what's killed me 
more than the bike, I think, and the 
tires." 

With time on his career running out, 
Russell has had time to look back. He 
doesn't always like what he sees, but 
he's man enough to admit his mistakes 
and help anyone coming his way. When 
he's finishéd with racing, he's thinking 
of setting up an East Coast version of 
Kenny Roberts' training ranch at a 
spread he bought south of Atlanta. 

“When you were 21, you could stay 
up all night and go ride the bike the next 
day. I’ve done all that s--- and it's 
caught up with me. I can't do it any- 
more. I'd still be doing it if I could, 


because it was fun and I was having fun 
doing it. Now it's like Scott's 33; l've got 
to kind of get serious about it if I’m 
going to keep doing it, or go home." 

He wonders how good he could have 
been. 

“I think about it, but I don't let it 
bother me because I feel like you're 
either f—ing good naturally or you have 
to work real hard to get there, kind of 
like a Schwantz-Rainey." 

Rob Muzzy, for whom Russell rode 
the Kawasaki to his greatest success, 
once said he'd chosen Russell as Doug 
Chandler's teammate for their synergy. 
He was hoping that Russell's workman- 
like approach would blend well with the 
natural talent of Chandler, that the two 
would complement each other. 

“I didn't feel like I was working that 
hard, though, to be honest with you," he 
said. "It was good to have that guy 
(Chandler) on the team; he's my yard- 
stick - that's how I measure myself on 
the same bike. I just wanted to beat 
him." 

Ever since he began racing motorcy- 
cles, Russell's focus hasn't changed. 

“I won my first race and that's why I 
went back the next weekend, because I 
enjoyed winning so much. Talladega, 
Alabama, 1986, Ninja, 1985 model. Won 
my first race and I already loved 
motorcycles, but I knew then that I 
really liked it a lot then because that's 
why I went back. My career just snow- 
balled. It happened. Seven years later 
I'm world champ. It just happened for 
me. I feel like I don't deserve it some- 
times. All my friends are pretty much 
where they were. I went to school with 
them, they're all working nine to five - 
some of them don't work at all. And 
me... it all fell in Scott's lap. It's made 
me rich from riding a motorcycle - 
that's kind of cool. I didn't really work 
as hard as maybe some people thought 
I did at it. It came more natural to me. I 
just felt good on a motorcycle. Now it's 
the other way around. Now, I've put 
myself in a position where I've had 
four down seasons now in my book. 
My career was always on the upswing. 
Now, '95, it got there and then it's been 
on a long slide, but I’m not ready to go 
home yet. I'm fighting it, man, hard. 
Fighting it hard to stay, to be here. 
Now I'm having to work harder at it - 





more thinking, more working with the 
guys." 

The results haven't come yet and it's 
working against him. His contract auto- 
matically renews itself if he's in sixth 
place in the championship at a certain 
point of the year. After the Misano 
round he was in 11th, 81 points behind 
sixth - ironically held by Haga - and 138 
behind championship leader Troy Cors- 
er. The contract was negotiated because 
he was confident he could make the 
mark - he was sixth in the championship 
last year - and because he couldn't wait 
for the delivery of the long-awaited new 
YZF750. 

As it turned out, the contract provi- 
sion for renewal worked against him 
after his disastrous start. 

“Because that's all that I could think 
about at the beginning of the year," Rus- 
sell explained. “Because I knew the new 
bike was there, I wanted a two-year con- 
tract - I wanted guaranteed payment. 
And they couldn't fit two years of s--- 
on this bike that I don't like. But at the 
end of this, l'm going to come back and 
be the World Champion again - if the 


 bike's as good as they say it will be. It 


will be; there's no doubt it will be. My 
manager talked them into doing this 
sixth-place deal and they did that for 
me, and it worked against me. I got off 
to a bad start and all I could see was my 
career going like this... see my log cabin 
fading away in the distance. And my 
possible chances of being able to come 
back on a good bike and win the cham- 
pionship again. And that's worked 
against me. l'm over that now. Now I 
don't care. If I ain't in the top six and 
they don't want me back, at the end of 
the day I know I came back and put 
everything I had into this season and 
I’m going to finish where I finish. And if 
they don't appreciate that, I'll go some- 
where else. I'll go home." 

Russell is serious about that. He 
wants to finish his career in front of the 
home crowd, sleeping in his own bed 
most nights, not living in airports and 
motorhomes. 

“І definitely want to race at home 
again," he said. "Let's just say that. I 
don't want to do it next year. I want to

proved he still has what it 

takes to match the best riders 
in the world with a superb win in his 
home country during round three of the 
World Championship speedway series 
at Vojens Speedway Centre in Vojens, 
Denmark. 

Nielsen*showed superb form at a 
track on which he has dominated 
through the years. The win moved him 
into third place in the overall standings 
at the halfway point of the World 
Championship Series. 

But with Swede Tony Rickardsson 
finishing third on the night, and close 
rivals Jimmy Nilsen and Billy Hamill 
finishing lower down the order, it leaves 
him a massive 22 points ahead of 
Nilsen. Rickardsson bans all talk of him 
winning the title at this stage, but it 
would likely take some sort of miracle 
to stop him. 
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Reigning champion Greg Hancock 
had his best meeting of the series, get- 
ting through to the Consolation Final 
and finishing sixth overall, but he now 
has to admit that his chances of retain- 
ing the title are all but over. Hancock 
has been a major critic in the war of 
words with the sport's authorities 
regarding the new race format for GP 
racing, and it may not be so hard to 
understand his reasons why. In the first 
round in Prague he was forced out after 
only two races - and the same happened 
to his fellow Californian Billy Hamill, 
the 1996 World Champion, in this meet- 
ing. 
And yet there may be at least some 
merit to Hancock's complaints, and not 
only because of the fact that he has so 
far failed to reach an A Final. Many rid- 
ers and fans felt that the meeting was 
poor for the majority of the qualifying 
heats, with a big and fast track serving 
only to give the fastest guys from the 
gate any chance of winning races. It 
seems that this era of ultra-fast speed- 





way machines on big and flat tracks is 
reducing the entertainment value that 
the series greatly enjoyed just one year 
ago. 


QUALIFIERS 


Chris Louis, the newly crowned 
British Champion, had his best meeting 
of the series, taking the runner-up spot, 
and he started the racing in style with a 
good ride to take out Jason Crump in 
the first race. Crump was left with no 
chance, as he was on the receiving end 
of Louis' aggression, and the same can 
be said of Craig Boyce, who was hit on 
the inside by Lars Gunnestad. 

Brian Andersen was back in action 
after a nasty shoulder injury which 
threatened to bring his season to an end 
- but he responded in style with a 
superb ride to pass Toni Kasper in a rare 
moment of excitement in the early 
stages of heat two. In the same race, 
Mark Loram did well to hold off Zoltan 
Adorjan for third after losing control 
and going to the fence.

Andersen's fellow Dane Brian Karger 
was a clear winner of heat three, as he 
pulled ahead of Ryan Sullivan, and 
World Under-21 Champion Jesper B. 
Jensen tried everything to get the better 
of Armando Castagna, but there was no 
way through. 

It was a miserable night for Polish 
sensation Piotr Protasiewicz, who start- 
ed with a nasty crash in heat four and 
was forced into a last-chance race. He 
responded well to this, with an impres- 
sive win in heat five, a race which saw 
the elimination of Boyce and Adorjan. 

Loram held on to his Grand Prix 
place with his brave race in heat six,” 
when he passed Ulamek to get second; 
Ulamek was forced out along with 
Jensen in a race won by Gunnestad. The 
next two races were won by Louis and 
the impressive Stefan Danno - but these 
were not races which included elimina- 
tion, so the pressure was not so great, 
and it was clear in the standard of enter- 
taimment as well: zero! 

Heat nine was the next pressure race, 
with Loram punching the air as he went 
over the finish line for a win after a 
tough first turn which saw him dive on 
the inside. Aussies Sullivan and Adams 
were the unlucky ones on this occasion, 
with Protasiewicz working hard to go 
through in second. Heat 10 needed to be 
rerun after the Italian, Castagna, went 
down in the first turn and caused the 
stoppage of the race. He was allowed 
back in, but his night was to end early 
along with Gunnestad's, with Andersen 
an impressive winner again. 

The main event was next, as the top 
guys joined in the action, starting with 
Hancock in heat 11, and he wasted no 
time in signaling a warning to those 
who had written him off by riding hard 
against Rickardsson and doing well to 
block him out. Danno was quick from 
the start of heat 12, and Nielsen worked 
hard to pass Nilsen for second place. 

Loram was the star of the show when 
it came to entertainment, and he pulled 
off a breathtaking ride to pass Hamill in 
heat 13 after gating last. It was an 
important second place, and Toni 
Kasper was the surprise winner. 
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Protasiewicz was in the wars again in 
heat 14, and he went into the fence and 
was excluded - but he still had another 
chance to go through. The rerun was 
won by Andersen, and Tomasz Gollob 
worked hard to get the better of Henka 
Gustafsson. 

Hamill was the first real, shocking 
failure of the meeting, as he went out in 
heat 15. He made a poor start and tried 
everything to get the better of Brian 
Karger but lacked the speed to get close. 

Louis produced a good ride in heat 
16 to beat Nilsen and Gustafsson with a 
superb move. Nielsen saw off the early 
challenge of Hancock to lead heat 17 
from start to finish, and with Gollob 
going wide, he paid the price by trailing 
in last. Rickardsson secured his first win 
of the night in heat 18 with a superb first 
bend which left his rivals trailing. And 
Gollob was put out of the meeting by 
his Ipswich teammate, Louis, in heat 20, 
as the British rider worked hard to pass 
him - it left Gollob with only eight 
Grand Prix points. 


CHAMPIONSHIP SEMIFINALS 


Louis, Nielsen, Rickardsson and 
Crump were clear qualifiers from the 
semifinal stage, Crump working the most 
to pass Hancock in heat 22. Hancock had 
to settle for the Consolation Final. 


CHAMPIONSHIP FINALS 


Kasper was the shock winner of the 
Consolation Final - and he did it com- 
fortably over Hancock, Karger and the 
unfortunate Loram, who was edged out 
by Karger. 

The final was clear-cut from the 
moment Nielsen made the start off gate 
three, with Louis chasing hard and 
Rickardsson settling for third place. 

“T've always felt confident of win- 
ning in Vojens, and I started the series 
with serious hopes of becoming World 
Champion again,” Nielsen said after- 
ward. “But you have to take your hat off 
to Tony - he’s had a great series now, 
but if I can win the next two, and he 
drops points, I know I still have a 
chance. It's hard this year, and I have to 
try and stay in the main event of every 
meeting - but it’s not easy, and this win 
means a lot to me.”

Runner-up Louis made no bones 
about his happiness with his own result 
in the meeting. 

“I’m delighted with the result 
because everyone was talking about 
Tony and how he was going to win it 
again,” Louis said. “He didn’t, and I 
want to be up there, challenging. I feel 
good this year, the team around me is 
good and I’m happy to be doing well in 
the Grands Prix. I know there is more to 
come from me.” 

Rickardsson is refusing to talk about 
the title - but he is still more than happy 
to be in the position of clear leader at the 
halfway stage. 

“1 realize the pressure is on me, and 
everyone will be trying to get the better 
of me for the rest of the series, but I can 
cope with that,” Rickardsson said. “I’m 
just going to concentrate on my Own rac- 
ing and my own team. Things are going 
well, and I'm trying not to worry about 
anybody else. Hans did well tonight; I 
have a lot of respect for that guy and he 
deserves his success, but I want to be up 
there at the end of the year.” 
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Surprisingly, Hamill was not down 
after missing out on a high finish - and 
he refused to blame anything but his 
own performance. 

"People have asked me whether this 
is all about my engine or other machin- 
ery, but I’m not making any excuses - it 
was all down to me," Hamill said. "I 
have to take a long and hard look at the 
way things have gone for me, and I 
want to get back on the right track for 
the next round on my home track at 
Coventry." 

Hancock enjoyed his best Grand Prix 
of the year - but he is still very much 
against the new format which puts rid- 
ers under pressure. 

“1 can see why they've tried things 
like this, but the supporters can't even 
fill a program in and, for me, that's not 
good enough," Hancock said. "We have 
to talk about it now or just get on with it 
and hope something changes in the win- 
ter, because it's all wrong. It was hard 
again tonight, but I’m happy to be mak- 
ing steady progress, and I'll stay posi- 
tive about it all." CN

LIMA, OH, JUNE 27 
hough the rain would eventually 
wash away what might have been 
the perfect ending to a great show 
at the Allen County Fairgrounds (see “In 
the Wind"), the sun did shine brightly 
on one man at the beginning of it. 

Perennial privateer Steve Morehead, 
42, from just up the road in Findlay, 
Ohio, formally celebrated his 25th 
Grand National season with his closest 
friends, fans, sponsors and nearly 9000 
fans at the Allen County Fairgrounds 
during the opening ceremonies for the 
Ohio National Championship Half Mile. 

"That was really neat," Morehead, 
who also celebrated his 20th-anniver- 
sary season with a special ceremony at 
Lima, said afterward. "Everyone that I 
ever raced for was standing out there - 
guys like Dave Woods, who was my 
Novice sponsor, and Delbert Bush and 
Gary Grainger." 

The front-straightaway party was a 
complete surprise, coordinated by sev- 
eral longtime Morehead supporters, 
including Dee Johnson of D's Leathers 
and Lima promoter Dave McCarthy. 
Morehead was bestowed two awards: 
the first, an elegant marble statue with 
his likeness engraved in it was courtesy 
of Morehead sponsor Doug Stewart of 
the Denver Buffalo Company. The sec- 
ond really blew Morehead away, as he 
was presented with an incredible, 
wood-carved dirt-tracker,which was 
commissioned by Morehead sponsors 
F&S Harley-Davidson and KK Motorcy- 
cle Supply and fashioned by presenter 
Joe Odom. 

When Morehead saw the carving, he 
promptly fell over on the stage and then 
planted a big kiss firmly on Odom's lips. 

"You don't understand," Morehead 
said. “That thing is unbelievable. He 
(Odom) made one of 'em for Dan 
Ingram once, and after I saw it, l've prac- 
tically been begging for one ever since. 
When I saw it, I was in a state of shock." 

To top it all off, a pickup truck 
arrived on the front staightaway, carry- 
ing a 2-foot-wide, 8-foot-long Steve 
Morehead 25th-anniversary cake in its 
bed, courtesy of Dee Johnson and 
Mike's Harley-Davidson owner Mike 
Adkins. After the racing was called, 
Morehead invited all the fans to come 
into the pits and grab a piece of the 
cake. 

The whole ceremony was just 
desserts for Morehead, who began rac- 
ing motorcycles at age 11 in 1966. Fight 
years later, Morehead was an AMA 
Grand National rookie, scoring a sea- 
son-best seventh-place finish at the 
Santa Fe Short Track in Hinsdale, Illi- 
nois. One year later, he was sixth at the 
same event. 

But those results belied the fact that, 
in realty, Morehead wasn't really a 
short-tracker. Rather, he continued to 
gain acclaim as a hard-riding half-miler 
who excelled on the cushion tracks - the 
rougher the better - like those found in 
his native Ohio. His abilities on the big 
tracks finally showed in 1976, when he 
scored his first career podium finish at 
the Columbus Half Mile. He would 
make three more podium appearances 
in 1977, and then in 1978, Morehead 
scored his first career Grand National 
victory at the Meadow Lands, Pennsyl- 
vania Half Mile on September 17. That 
win, combined with his ability to run 
consistently on tracks of all types of size, 
shape and surface, netted him his first 
top-10 ranking. 

Since then, Morehead has enjoyed 16 








seasons inside the AMA's Grand 
National top 10 and has has racked up 
22 career Grand National victories, his 
last coming at the Lincoln, Nebraska, 
Half Mile on August 19, 1996. He has 
won four times on the big mile tracks. 
Through it all, Morehead said it still 
feels good every time he swings a leg 
over his motorcycle. 

"Sure it does," Morehead said. "It's 
hard to believe that I've been doing this 
as long as I have." 

In that time, Morehead said that he 
has seen a lot of change in the sport. 

"The biggest change Гуе seen is that 
although we're not really racing for any 
more money, more money has come 
into the sport," Morehead said. "You 
can look at the big rigs that some teams 
are driving, and the motorhomes, and 
see that more people are investing in 
this deal. I think that's good. We're see- 
ing more sponsorship... Somebody must 
be doing something right." 

Morehead also noted that the sport 
appears to once again be rich with new 
talent, as evidenced by the current crop 
of fast, young riders such as Mike Hack- 
er, Rookies of the Year Johnny Mur- 
phree and J.R. Schnabel, and Billy Mar- 
tin. 

"This newest crop of kids just keeps 
getting faster and faster," Morehead 
said. "See, there was a lull there for a 











while, and I think that a lot of it had to 
do with mom and dad doing everything 
for the kid - he doesn't even help unload 
the truck - and then he doesn't learn 
anything. But these new kids like John- 
ny Murphree... and this Billy Martin - 
there's a kid who drives himself around 
the country and works on his own 
motorcycle, just like the old days." 

Morehead also said that part of his 
success over the years has come from 
running as many races as he possibly 
can. 

"There's no way you can survive on 
the Grand Nationals," Morehead said. “I 
ride all the little tracks to pay my way to 
the big tracks, so that I can take that big- 
track money to the bank. Plus, if you're 








riding all the time, you always learn 
something." 

All those race tracks, and Morehead 
still says that Lima is his favorite by far. 

^How often do you get the chance to 
race 30 miles from your hometown?" 
Morehead asked. "We get a lot of sup- 
port there. But it's funny, in this deal, 
you wind up making more close friends 
from outside of the state of Ohio than 
you do in your hometown." 

And, Morehead says, all those friend- 
ships - 25 years' worth - are the one 
aspect of his career that he wouldn't 
trade for anything. 

“It’s that camaraderie,” Morehead 
said. “I’m proud of what Scott Parker 
has done, and what Ricky Graham 
accomplished. I still get excited watch- 
ing guys like Will Davis and Rich King. 
I’m proud to be a professional motorcy- 
cle racer, and I’m proud of this sport.” 

It is a pride that Morehead said he 
will maintain as he continues to pro- 
mote his own races, such as his Eldora 
Half Mile, and works in the industry 
when it is finally time to hang the 
leathers up. In the meantime, will he see 
a 30th anniversary? 

“Man, I don’t know,” Morehead said. 
“I hope not.” 

And thinking about that a little bit 
more, he added with a laugh, “Then 
again, I'd hate to think that it took me 25 
years to get my act together, and now 
I’m gonna quit?" CN

least have a Harley-Davidson to putt 
around on while I was in Milwaukee, 
you know, to help me gain a little per- 
spective on the atmosphere. So I placed 
a call to Natalie Roser in Harley-David- 
son's public-relations department to 
make the request. 

Natalie, 28, can be a journalist's best 
friend. She is actually the assistant to 
Steve Piehl, Harley's head of public- 
relations, and she always seems to have 
immediate answers to the questions/ 
requests that I have for her. In my opin- 
ion, Natalie is very good at her job. 

Anyway, I asked her if I could have a 
bike for Milwaukee, but she must have 
thought that I meant a bike for the 
group ride to Milwaukee from River- 
side, California, which was going to be 
led across the country by several of the

including the entire Davidson family - 
for a whole week before the tour 
reached its final destination in Milwau- 
kee on June 9. 

Before I knew it, I had lined up a '98 
FLHRI Road King for the ride, and Í 
found myself plunged into my usual 
hasty 11th-hour planning. Loose ends in 
the office meant that I wouldn't be able 
to make the Riverside departure of 
Tuesday, June 2, which saw the group 
heading north through Arizona and 
then winding into Colorado's Rocky 
Mountains before they dropped back 
onto the Kansas plains around Friday or 
Saturday. They would finish up with a 
run through Iowa and Illinois and then 
home across the Wisconsin border, 
Instead, I would be leaving on Friday 
and playing catch-up. 

My biggest concern was the bike's 
minimal luggage capacity. After all, 
even though Harley's hard saddlebags 
are rather capacious, there's only so 
much you can put into two of them. But 
after a little thought and a little standing 
on them to get them shut, I had man- 
aged to cram in the bare essentials: one 
extra pair of jeans, socks, toiletries, a 
swimsuit and a pair of flip-flops, rain 
gear, a light jacket to replace my leather 
jacket in case of warm conditions, and... 
oh yes, a dozen Harley-Davidson T- 
shirts; one must be prepared. 
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After that, it was Just a matter of fig- 
uring out where and when [ could catch 
the group. I surveyed the route sheet 
and saw that the ride had planned a 
stop at the new Kansas City Sportster 
facility on Sunday, followed by a party 
and then a layover for the night. The 
group was expected to be there by 
around 12:30 p.m., so I figured that if all 
went well, and if I was in Kansas City 
by 1 p.m. on Sunday, then I would meet 
the ride there. 

And so it was that with my two over- 
stuffed saddlebags and my 95th 
Anniversary backpack strapped on, | 
rolled out of my driveway in Laguna 
Beach at 8 a.m. on Friday. I jumped on 
the 73 and then made the crossover to 
the 55 North, and then onto the 91 East 
to Riverside, and I was truly on my way. 

For the first hundred-and-some-odd 
miles, I was content just to listen to the 
muted V-twin drone emanating from 
41ZF’s (that was the factory license 
number) twin exhaust pipes while keep- 
ing an eye on the congested traffic that 
is the bane of almost every Southern 
Californian's existence. But we rolled 
along smoothly, and before I knew it I 
had negotiated the 15 North toward Las 












Vegas and was ready for my first fuel 
stop in Barstow at 10:30 a.m. 

There wasn't a cloud in the sky as far 

as I could see, so I took the time to 
change jackets, and with the traffic now 
much less frantic, I hooked up my CD 
player for a little musical companion- 
ship on the long trek on 1-40 across the 
Mojave desert to the Colorado River and 
into Arizona. First choice was pretty 
obvious for such a trip. | threw Bruce 
Springsteen's Greatest Hits into the car- 
rier, and I was revitalized as the first 
few bars of "Born to Run" played while 
I gathered speed on the on-ramp. 
“ You know, Mom, Springsteen might 
as well have been singing about Harley- 
Davidson in that song, because it seems 
like The Motor Company was born to 
run, and it has been since 1903. It's been 
said that "Harley-Davidson began in a 
shed, went to war, became the symbol 
Of American individualism and ended 
up 'king of the road,' all in only 95 
years." Messianic overtones, but man, is 
it ever true. The story of how three sim- 
ple motorcycles, built in that Milwaukee 
shed by the Davidson brothers and 
William Harley, grew into a quintessen- 
tial symbol of Americana has been told 
over and over. It is a gospel that has 
continued to spread and has been gath- 
ering more disciples for 9 1/2 decades. 
And here I was now, heading down the 
highway to the gathering point, the 
Mecca for a celebration of the legendary 
“king of the road.” ` 

I was certainly alone in doing it, 
though, for now. Hard to believe, but I 
hadn't seen a single other Harley-David- 
son since leaving the L.A. basin. It was 
kind of a weird feeling, this thought that 
crept over me, a voice telling me that I 
was the only one heading home. Of 
course, I knew that wasn't case, and 
"The Boss" was aboard to keep me com- 
pany - at least until I reached the Col- 
orado River town of Needles. 

At least in Needles I was offered a 
respite from the silence when I made 
Contact with a husband / wife team of 
fellow nomads who were heading for 
Milwaukee. Buck and Janet Guest, from 
China Lake, California, had been to the 
85th and 90th anniversaries. As Buck, a 
41-year-old rocket-propulsion engineer 
with the U.S. Navy told me, "It was 
good to be heading back home to Mil- 
waukee to be with the family." I didn't 
quite understand what he meant, but 
nonetheless, they were neat folks, and 
we spent lunchtime talking about his 

"ugly-but-comfortable" “91 Electra Glide 
Police Special and her pretty white-and- 
fuscia-flamed '93 FXRS. And soon it was 
time to be moving on down the road, 
but as I bid them goodbye, I left with a 
feeling that I had made some new 
friends. Maybe I'd see them in Milwau- 
kee. (As it turned out later, I did.) 

And the desolation returned, but at 
least the Road King and the music - 
which by now had been changed to 
Harley-Davidson's own Road Songs CD 
set - were steady companions, neither of 
them missing a beat. Seemingly in as 
much time as it takes to tell it, the 


Mojave desert gave way to the painted 
desert, which gave way to the forested 
mountains of Northern Arizona. This 
was Grand Canyon country, and the 
cool air and evergreens made for some 
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of the most breathtak- 
ing scenery of the 
ride. Desolation was 
replaced by solitude, 
as The Byrds' "Ballad 
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rused through my 
headphones. By the 
time I left Arizona 
behind, Га made a 
fuel stop in Seligman, 
bypassed the city of 
Flagstaff and decided 
to "take it easy" 
through Winslow 
before stopping for 
dinner in the Navajo- 
country town of Hol- 
brook. 

The sense of desolation repaid a visit 
as the New Mexico prairie draped out in 
front of the ‘King and me like an endless 
rolling carpet. I didn't know if I'd ever 
see the end of it, but with almost 600 
miles behind me already, I had found 
my rhythm, and I knew there was no 
turning back. The newfound sense of 
accomplishment had all but killed the 
desolation when the beautiful sunset 
over my shoulder finally lost its fight 
with the coming night. I rolled into 
Gallup, New Mexico, for another stop, 
and again was curious at the total lack 
of Harleys along my route. 

Let me tell you, Mom, had I known 
then what I know now, I might have 
thought twice about pressing through 
the night to Albuquerque. It seems that 
the 18-wheelers really like to make time 
across the prairie at night, and when 85 
mph is too slow, you kind of feel like 

rou’re out of your league, you know? It 
seemed like every time 1 would move 
over for one, another would come lum- 
bering up behind me, just waiting to 
strain me through its grill if I didn’t 
yield fast enough. That last hour and 40 
or so was tense, but then the twinkling 
lights of New Mexico’s largest city beck- 
oned me, and after snuffing the tiniest 
notion that I could make it another 144 
miles to Santa Rosa, I pulled off and 
looked for a hotel. The Super-8 West 
was the big winner. The reason? I finally 
found a dozen or so Harleys resting in 
the parking lot. 

Morning seemed to come quickly, 
and after a shower and a quick break- 





fast, I was ready for my run through the 
rest of New Mexico and then into the 
"Tornado Alley” regions of the Texas 
panhandle, Northeastern Oklahoma and 
Kansas. Except for a brief conversation 
with a trio of Orange Coast HOG mem- 
bers who were roughly heading along 
the same route as me, I still hadn't seen 
the throng of Harleys that I figured 
might be on the road home. 

But that was okay, Mom, because I 
checked my maps before I left and real- 
ized that I was further down the road 
than I thought I'd be at this point. The 
proof was on the tripmeter of the Road 
King, which registered 805.4 miles. 
Hays, Kansas - one stop earlier than 
Kansas City on the organized ride route 
- was only 500-odd miles away and, 
besides, I knew that route 54, which 
started bearing me east and then north 
out of Tucumcari, New Mexico, was a 
sparsely traveled two-laner, which 
meant I could probably keep my speed 
average up. 

Things were looking up, but then, 
just as quickly, a cold front just to the 
east of Albuquerque so thoroughly 
chilled me that I had to stop after 20 
minutes of riding and refit the rain gear. 
I did, and rode for about another 20 
minutes before the sun came out and the 
temperature changed so quickly that I 
found myself pulling off again to avoid 
overheating. After that, it was smooth 
sailing, and I continued to pull off every 
140 miles or so to fuel 41ZF, which was 
performing flawlessly other than a 
slight but insignificant hesitation in the

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throttle response at 70 mph for a couple 
of seconds after 1 would back off from a 
higher speed. Maybe it was a fuel-injec- 
tion mapping glitch? Who knows? It 
wasn't bothersome. 

Thanks to the Rolling Stones, Texas 
and Oklahoma seemed to flow by rather 
quickly, the cattle ranches, grain silos 
and agricultural fields signaling that I 
was indeed entering the heartland of the 
great plains. | remember Dalhart, Texas, 
and Guymon, Oklahoma, but that's 
about it. And then right before my eyes 
appeared the amber waves of grain 
under spacious skies to mark my pas- 
sage into the state of Kansas. 

It was here that I headed due north 
along State Route 183 to Hays - the 
home stretch. It wasn't a cakewalk, 
however, as a violent case of hay fever 
left me feeling all but wiped out. That 
was compounded by the Road King's 
refusal to shift into second gear as I 
rolled through a four-way stop in Kins- 
ley. I had to reach down and yank it in 
by hand, and then it seemed to be fine. I 
would later discover that the heel-kick 
shifter had come loose and wedged 
itself against the left footboard. Yanking 
the bike into second gear only served to 
waste the shift shaft at the kicker's 
attachment point, leaving the kicker to 
bounce around on the footboard for the 
rest of the journey. Problem solved, 
since I used my toe to upshift anyway. 

The last 120 miles to Hays were 
among the most peaceful that I experi- 
enced on the second day. The gold of 
the grain fields met with the deep blue 
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of a sky mixed with the occasional bil- 
lowy white cottonball cloud. I ran along 
that Kansas two-lane, marveling at how 
the “plain” scenery of the Great Plains 
could be so incredibly eye-pleasing, 
interrupting those thoughts only to 
wave at the occasional farmer on his 
tractor, or children playing in front of 
their antique-looking farmhouses. 

When I finally reached Hays, I knew 
that I had made it. Whereas before, I 
rarely saw another Harley-Davidson, 
here they were everywhere you looked. 
It was awesome. Sportsters, 'baggers, 
Softails, hardtails. The ^Wild One" bik- 
ers on their chopjobs. Families in side- 
cars. 

But first things first; I headed straight 
to a pharmacy for some allergy relief, 
and then checked into the Best Western 
Vagabond Hotel. After that, I cruised 
down to the local street party to see 
what was going on, spent an hour or so, 
and then returned to my room to retire. 

Sometimes, Mom, it's funny how 
lucky I get. I was out cold when the first 
Harley cracked to life in the parking lot, 
acting as an alternative wake-up call to 
the one that I had asked for. After clean- 
ing up, I walked outside and watched as 
a guy was putting the finishing touches 
on the spiff job of his beautiful maroon- 
biege-and-black-leather 95th Anniver- 
sary Road King. As he fawned over the 
immaculate machine, I jokingly offered 
to let him work on mine when he was 
through. Next to his bike, 41ZF's dust- 
coated black-and-green paint scheme 
and bug-splattered windscreen made it 
look like a heap. As it turns out, he later 
introduced himself as Tom Haudricourt, 
"Corporate Spouse." Tom is married to 
Trish Haudricourt, and Trish is Harley- 
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Davidson's director of meeting and 
travel services. As I chatted with Tom, 
who told me that this trip was the 
coolest thing that he'd ever done, I real- 
ized that his was just one of the few 95th 
Anniversary specials resting in the park- 
ing lot. And then it dawned on me that I 
had actually found the heart of the ride, 
the "core group" of Harley-Davidson 
executives and VIPs. 

As everybody geared up for the ride, 


І noticed that the core group members 


were staging on the other side of the 
parking lot, next to a semi truck. So I fig- 
ured I'd roll over there and check 'em 
out, and who do you suppose I found? 
The entire Davidson family, as they 
were making final preparations for the 
departure to Kansas City. I wanted to 
say hello to Willie G. and his son, Bill. 
Remember, Mom, when I told you how 
I got to meet Willie and his wife, Nancy, 
and Bill during the new-model intro- 
duction in Milwaukee a year ago? That 
was a true career highlight for me, but 
that was then and this was now, and I 
was prepared to formally reintroduce 
myself. After all, Mom, they must meet 
thousands of new people each year. 
There's no way to remember them all 
and, truth be told, it's not like Cycle 
News is the type of Harley-Davidson- 
only publication that would make mine 
a “memorable” name to them anyway. 

So I walked up, cleared my throat 
and said, "Bill, l'm—" 

As Bill looked at me, a pleasant smile 
crossed his face. 

"Hey, Scott, how are you doing!?” he 
said with an enthusiasm that really 
shocked me. "It's good to see you. We 
heard that you were coming. Im glad 
you made it okay."

Mom, if I wasn't dumbfounded 
already, I was when Bill turned to Willie 
G. and Nancy and said something on 
the order of, "Hey, look who's here - it's 
Scott from Cycle News. He caught us." 

They both came over, smiles on their 
faces, and greeted me warmly. Willie 
said that he, too, was glad to see me, 
and he went on to relay how much he 
had appreciated my story on the '98 
models and on his New Product Devel- 
opment Center, which is located right 
behind the Capital Drive Engine Plant in 
Milwaukee. 

"You focused on the best part," Willie 
G. told me with a smile and wink. And 
soon after, Bill introduced me to his wife, 
Kally, his sister, Karen, whom I had never 
met, and his brother, Michael, who I 
didn't even know existed. Sorry, Mike. 

Flattery and pride? That's an under- 
statement, and I suppose that I will 
never again seek my 15 minutes of fame. 
As far as I am concerned, being greeted 
in such a manner by motorcycling's 
"first family" will suffice. 

By then it was time to get going, and 
I waited for the executives to pull out 
before latching onto the back of the 
group as we rumbled to 1-70 East for the 
day's first leg, to Salina. The sensations 
were far different from those I felt dur- 


ing my solo portions of the trip. Instead - 


of just one, there were now hundreds of 
V-twins, filling the air with an enchanti- 
ng song that played through miles of 
exhaust tubing. It was a thunder that 
truly stirred the soul. From that 
moment, I was content to forego the CD 
player for the rest of the trip. 

And my old friend, solitude, was a 
distant memory, replaced by senses of 
camaraderie and companionship, which 





came not only from a score of fellow rid- 
ers, but also from the fans and уе 
wishers that had awoken early in the 
morning just to see us all off. The fan- 
fare was unbelievable. Willie G. later 
told me that the enthusiasm offered by 
the people of Hays really blew him 
away and was a definite highlight of his 
own experience. 

Our motorcade rolled along to Salina, ` 
where we stopped for fuel, thus giving 
me my first group experience with such 
an undertaking. A fellow journalist, 
who had gone on one of the Anniver- 


-sary rides prior to this one, warned me 


about the gas stops, which were more 
like cattle calls. Instead of the 10-minute 
breaks I had been used to, each group 
pit stop was an hour-long layover, as 
hundreds of riders descended upon the 
pumps like a swarm, threatening the 
very sanity of the attendants, who 
pinged every time the next guy came in 
to say, "Hey, can you clear pump num- 
ber..." I quickly learned to play it just a 
little smarter and stop at the station just 

down the street. | 

We rumbled out of Salina and back 
onto the 1-70, me electing to jump just a 
bit ahead before dropping back into the 
group - right behind some guy with a 
Barbie Doll strapped to the backrest of 
his Road King. As we rumbled toward ` 
Topeka, our next stop being the Kansas 
Historical Museum, I noticed that I was 
pretty close to the front - I could actually 
see Karen Davidson as she skillfully 
guided her 95th Anniversary Heritage 
Softail Springer - but I never really gave 
it a thought. We rolled into the museum 
parking lot, only to be greeted by anoth- 
er army of bikes that was definitely 
going to add a fair amount of thunder to 
our party when we left. 

As I climbed off to shoot some pic- 
tures, I was met by this mountain of a 
man, who motioned me aside and then 
politely explained to me that he would. 
appreciate it if I dropped back away 
from the family a little, you know, for 
security reasons. Well, the guy turned 
out to be "Barbie Man" Scott Phillips, of 
Riverside, California. Phillips, in his 
early 40s, was hired on as personal secu- 
rity for Willie G. and Nancy Davidson. 
Despite that awkward first meeting, we 
talked again later, and I found out that 
Scott was a pretty cool person. He told 
me how much he'd enjoyed the trip, 
how it was such a tremendous honor for 
him to be riding with the Davidsons, 
and how he wouldn't trade this experi- 
ence for anything. 

Believe me, Mom, by now I was 
already beginning to get that same pic- 


ture.

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It was around noon when we sad- 
dled up to make the break toward our 
final stop of the day, Harley's new 
Kansas City Sportster plant. Once there, 
we would be greeted by a throng of 
Harley faithful, Kansas HOG members 
and H-D employees. There were dis- 
plays and bands, and Harley-Davidson 
even opened up its plant for everyone to 
tour through. That in itself was worth 
making this part of the trip. The paint 
facility inside the building is really the 
most impressive part, and proof positive 
that H-D is constantly striving to 
improve the quality of its motorcycles. 

That was the first place that I saw 
Harley-Davidson's director of styling, 
Lou Netz. Га met the 48-year-old Netz 
in Milwaukee a year before. Aside from 
having the coolest job in the world - he 
gets to design and mock up motorcycles 
that could very well be the next greatest 
Harley models, and he gets to hang with 
Willie G. every day - Netz also has a 
great sense of humor. Case in point: The 
reason that I hadn't seen him all day was 
because he'd apparently stayed behind 
and "gone to church" in one of the local 
taverns. A deeply religious man, Netz 
was reportedly filled with the spirits 
and had decided to sleep in a little 
before catching up to the group, God 
bless him. 

Anyway, that was the end of the 
day's riding, and that was enough for 
me, so I headed down to the. Hampton 
Inn - this time I knew where the core 
group was staying - and grabbed a 
room. And it just so happened that I got 
a room just down the hall from Bill 
Davidson. And it just so happened that 
Bill was now struggling with the same 
allergies that I'd had one day before 
that. So I offered him a couple of my 
over-the-counter allergy capsules, and 
he gratefully accepted them. And he 
thanked me again later because, appar- 
ently, they worked as well for him as 
they had for me. After that, I took a 
quick trip up the road to the Cracker 
Barrel for a small bite, then returned 
and hit the hay. 

In retrospect, I really wish it was the 
thunder of dozens of Harleys that woke 
me up on Monday morning. Oh, it was 
thunder all right, but the real stuff, and I 
opened my hotel room curtains to spy a 
black sky that was dumping buckets full 
of water on the ground. Not surprising- 
ly, there didn't seem to be as much 
enthusiasm within the group as all 
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donned their rain gear for what was 
most assuredly going to be a wet por- 
tion of the journey. But we left on time, 
and pressed on until the thunder and 
the lightning were so bad that ride cap- 
tain Vince Orange elected to herd us off 
the interstate and onto a backroad. Í was 
glad that he did, Mom, because I don't 
mind telling you that I was scared a lit- 
tle. All those motorcycles on the high- 
way, and you could only see the two in 
front of you. The rest just simply van- 
ished, mere shadows draped by an 
opaque wall of fog and rain. 

We stopped off in a church parking 
lot somewhere and sat, and got wetter, 
while Orange and the execs in the core 
group formulated a plan to get us mov- 
ing safely again. In the end it was decid- 
ed that we would stop at the local 
McDonalds, then break up into smaller 
groups of five or six (which was easy, 
because our processional had gone from 
a 6.5-mile line of machines down to 
maybe 50) led by execs with knowledge 
of the route. This divide-and-conquer 
method was the best way to get our 
speed average up and, hopefully, get us 
ahead of the storm. 

Anything would be better than this; I 
thought to myself. By now my boots 
and gloves were soaked through, as was 
my báckpack and my camera bag. It was 
miserable, but the plan worked. My sub- 
group - led by Southern California-area 
Harley district managers Jim Sorensen 
on à Road King Classic and Larry 
Mortensen, who was "iron-butting" it

on a Buell - arrived at Zook's Harley- 
Davidson in Des Moines, Iowa, almost 
on schedule - and ahead of the storm 
front. There, the local HOG chapter 
treated us to food and refreshments 
while the cashiers were overrun by folks 
seeking rain gear, dry gloves and socks. 
I sprung for a pair of socks and, at the 
suggestion of Kally Davidson, grabbed 
two plastic bags to slip my feet into 
before jamming them back into my 
waterlogged boots. It was a neat trick, 
and it worked well. My feet, at least, 
were dry until we reached Davenport, 
and another nifty street party. It was the 
end of another day, with the big one, the 
triumphant ride into Milwaukee, on tap 
for tomorrow. | 

And tomorrow came, with more rain, 
and even more wind, but we toughed it 
out, my day being made all the more 
pleasant by ride safety officer Jim 
Williams, a motorcycle-safety coordina- 
tor for the State of Kansas and a volun- 
teer on this ride. Jim allowed me to run 
in front of his immaculate, white 125th 
Anniversary Shriner's Edition Tour 
Classic, thus putting me back in the 
executive group, near the front of the 
ride. It also put me behind Paula God- 
dard's Heritage Softail Springer, which 
had the most pleasant-sounding after- 
market pipes. Paula is a nurse who lives 
in Wichita, Kansas. Her husband, Larry, 
was also a volunteer on the safety-and- 
security squad. : 

I listened to the throaty rumble of 
Paula's machine as we crossed the Illi-

nois state line, our numbers growing 
stronger again; the headlights of the 
bikes shone as far back as I could see in 
my rearview mirror. And then there was 
more wind, a violent wind that hit every 
rider from the right and threatened to 
blow us into the drainage ditch between 
the sections of highway. It was as if the 
devil himself sent a gale in some vain 
attempt to blow us off course. But we 
made it to the Wisconsin state line after 
a stop at Kegel's Harley-Davidson in 
Rockford, Illinois, the last Harley- 
Davidson dealer visit that we made 
while along the route. 

After two days of horrible weather, 
there we were at the Wisconsin border, 
waiting to pick up a police escort that 
would lead us up I-43 and across SR894 
to Wisconsin State Fair Park. The group 
shared an infectious excitement - not as 
ones who were anxious to get it over 
with, but as ones ready to make a tri- 
umphant entrance onto a stage. They 
were made even more excited by a Mil- 
waukee-area radio disc jockey who was 
giving live remote reports from astride 
his own 95th Anniversary Road Glide as 
we neared town. That guy looked an 
awful lot like Harley PR man Steve Piehl 
for 1000 miles, but surely my eyes must 
have been deceiving me. 

We headed into Milwaukee during 
rush hour, with the rain falling down 
hard again, and we made that tri- 
umphant entrance. Even the rain could 
not stop thousands of people from 
standing on the overpasses and cheering

for us as we went by. I couldn't even 
begin to count how many of them there 
were. And then the group funneled 
through the gates of State Fair Park, and 
the rumbling of hundreds of engines fell 
silent. 

We had made it home. 

There was happiness and laughing, 
and there was a touch of sadness, too. 


We had all shared in a great adventure, 
one to be treasured, and like all good 
things, it had to come to an end. Mem- 
bers of the family took turns offering 
congratulations over a microphone, but 
I was almost overcome with my own 
emotion when Nancy Davidson, who 
rarely ever speaks in public, mirrored 
the emotion of the crowd as she thanked 
them for sharing such a special event 
with her family. It was a special time. 

There were more special times 
ahead, as Harley-Davidson and the 
great City of Milwaukee threw us one 
hell of a party all week long. I took part 
in the opening ceremonies for the 
national HOG rally at State Fair Park, 
and I got to spend a lot of time with 
cousin Kori Tiedemann, her sister, Shari 
Roberts, and Shari's husband, Jim - who 
owns a pretty sharp 1980 FL - and their 
wonderful kids. Kori even got to ride 
with me in the 50,000-motorcycle parade 
to the Summerfest grounds for the finale 
blowout bash and birthday party. Oh, 
and get this: When we showed up for 
the parade at 4:45 a.m., who should ride 
up next to us? Paul and Joanne Murn. 
Remember them? They live right across 
the street from Grandma and Grandpa's 
old house. Paul's still working for 
Harley-Davidson and has been for 35 
years. Their daughter, Sandy, is married 
now. She and her husband rode in the 
parade, too. 

Through all of this, I'm not sure 
exactly when it hit me, Mom, but it did. 
It goes all the way back to what Buck 
Guest said way back on the road 
through Needles. Harley-Davidson isn't 
just about motorcycles. Harley-Davidson 
is about people. Harley-Davidson is 
about family. Harley-Davidson is about 
freedom. People can ridicule those 
notions, and often do, but can you tell 
me of another mechanical device on 
earth that could pull people from as far 
away as Australia, mix them with people 
from across town and bring them togeth- 
er like this did? More than 100,000 peo- 


ple, taking part in an epic celebration of 
an American institution. And why? 

I think that it was Willie G. Davidson 
who said it best. As he stepped up to the 
microphone during the presentation of 
the official 95th Anniversary birthday 
cake, his voice trembled - not out of fear, 
but out of pride and, maybe, a little awe. 
And then he spoke. 

“You know," he said, “we make a 
pretty good piece of mechanical machin- 
ery, but there's an added dimension to 
that.. And that's the passion and emo- 
tion... And I think that sharing the 
magic of the road, with the combination 
of a great motorcycle and the friend- 
ships that are developed, is what makes 
Harley-Davidson great, and it has been 
going on for 95 years. Thanks for creat- 
ing the passion." 

So when I hear people say that "if 
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they have to explain it to you, then you 
wouldn't understand," I do. A long 
time ago, I tried to oversimpli- 

fy it once by saying that 
Harley-Davidsons are fun 
motorcycles. That's true, but 

there is more to it than that, a 

lot more. It's not just gasoline, 

but passion and emotion that 
drives them, and makes people 
willing to get on them and go 

2300 miles through foul weather, 

just to ride home and be with 

their friends and family. It's that 
same passion and emotion that 
has them already making plans to 
attend the 100th Anniversary in 
2003. 

I know that passion and emo- 
tion, because I'm already making 
those same plans.

the competition at round three of the 
1998 AMA National Championship Hill- 
climb Series, held in Avoca, New York. 
The Hornell Motorcycle Club's event 
features a fast, rocky hill that produces 
faster times as the day goes on, and only 
one rider in either class put in a top-10 
ride on his first run. 


540cc 


Points leader Ted Wilkins came to 
Hornell with a two-race winning streak 
and he opened the show with a wide- 
open ride on his Rotax-powered 
machine for a time of 6.97 seconds. 
Charley Roberts and Scott McNeely's 
first rides failed to surpass Wilkins' 
time. Then David Watson wheeled the 
Mac's Cycle Supply /KAP/AI's Cycle 
Shop-backed Honda CR500 to the line. 
Just 6.797 seconds later, Watson had the 
lead after a smooth, straight ride. Wat- 
son's strength is keeping his bike low 





-over the jumps and kickers, and Hornell 


has always been a good hill for him. 

Sixteen riders took their best shot, 
including Terry Thompson, who posted 
a time of 7.293 despite problems near 
the top. 

“I got crossed up after the second 
jump and I had to shut it off,” Thomp- 
son said. "I barely held on and just 
rolled over the finish line." 

Then five-time and defending 
National Champion Paul Pinsonnault 
pulled his nitro-burning Honda CR500 
into the box. Pinsonnault came out of 
the hole straight and worked his bike up 
to the finish line with an error-free ride 
to take over the lead with a time of 
6.4660. 

"We went to the big wheel at the last 
event and I'm still trying to figure out 
the gearing," Pinsonnault siad. "Right 
now I'm geared way too low for this 
hillclimb." 

Two riders later, John Hamilton Jr. 
brought his John Hamilton Sr./Jeff 
Yoder/ ASAP Racing-built Triumph 
twin to the starting line. Hamilton 
cranked it on and blasted out of the 
hole. The hill had a groove developing 
through the jumps, but the bikes were 


also digging a hole around the 230-foot 


mark and nearly everyone had prob- 
lems there. Hamilton got a little out of 
shape on his ride but he held it on and 
just barely stayed in bounds to take over 
the lead with a time of 6.3957. He held 
on to the top spot for the rest of round 
one. 

Wilkins was looking for a little more 
speed on his second attempt and he 
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dropped his time to 6.555, good for sev- 
enth overall for the day. Scott McNeely, 
with the help of David and Dan Watson, 
had switched to a 21-inch rear wheel 
before the hillclimb and his first run 
wasn't fast enough because he was 
geared too low. 

^We went up four teeth on the rear 
and it really helped a lot," McNeely 
said. "I got good off the line and held it 
on through the gully." 

McNeely's Mac Cycle Supply-backed 
Honda took the lead with a run of 6.278 
seconds. Watson also dialed in his bike 
and he followed McNeely's ride with a 
6.3490-second time to claim third over- 
all. 

^We didn't change anything for the 
second ride,” Watson said. “We figured 
the hill would come to us and it did. I 
hit the groove I wanted but I bounced a 
lot and wheelied at the top. That cost me 
a little time. I couldn't have caught 
Terry, but I might have caught Scott." 

Harry Schreiber brought the Dr. 
Bob's Racing Honda CR into 10th spot 
with a 6.9503, despite hitting a kicker 
wrong and losing time in the air. 

Thompson couldn't wait for his sec- 
ond ride because Hornell rewards 
horsepower and the Thompson & Yoder 
Racing /Gene's Machine-backed BSA is 
arguably the strongest 540 out there. 
Thompson's ride was outstanding. 

"My bike screamed out of the hole," 
Thompson said. “Then I missed the gul- 
lies before the kickers and I had a good 
ride." 

He wheelied before the light and had 
to feather the throttle a bit. Then, when 
he cranked it back on to go through the 
lights, he hit a bump and endoed after 
the finish line. Luckily he only got 
banged up a little. 

"My Pro-Action suspension really 
pulled me through today," the winner 
said after his 5.6866-second run, the 
fastest overall time of the day. 

James Zucco followed Thompson's 
ride with a 6.3576-second climb to take 
fourth overall, matching his career-best 
finish. 

"David Watson helped me get in the 
right groove and the bike ran great,” 
said Zucco. 

Pinsonnault got a better start on his 
second ride but he could only get to a 
6.414, good for sixth overall. 

“I still don't have the suspension 
dialed in and it kicked me into the air,” 
Pinsonnault said. ^I just ended up on 
the bottom side of the tenth of a second 
that separated everyone but Terry." 

Wes McCoy from Van, West Vir- 
ginia, clicked off a 6.575-second run to 
snag eighth overall in his first trip to 
Hornell. Hamilton's Triumph missed 
throughout his second ride, but his first- 
round 6.3957 would earn him fifth over- 
all. Mike Pulver fell on his first ride but 
he put together a 6.923 to take ninth 
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overall. Cathy Templeton was the final 
540cc rider and she just missed the top 
10 with a 7.085-second run, finishing 
eleventh. 

Thompson's win moves him into a 
second-place tie with Pinsonnault, four 
points behind leader Wilkins, who has 
39 points. 


800cc 


Large wheeled the number-one-plate 
Harley-Davidson to the line to open up 
the 800cc action. Jammer had a minor 
problem and pulled off the line, and 
team owner Tom Reiser and his 
mechanic went to work. Minutes later 
they moved up to the line and Large 
took off. His bike got squirrelly right off 
of the line and used up most of the hill 
as he was getting to the top. He finally 
went out of bounds at the 250-foot 
mark, but he would come on strong on 


his second ride. 


Paul Zander also chose a less-than- 
straight route up the hill for a time of 
7.203 on his Off Road Cycle Supply /Eng- 
lish Motors-backed BSA. 

Harley-Davidson Racing Pro Hill- 
climb Team member Lou Gerencer also 


got cross-rutted at the bottom and the ` 


second breaker sent him far to the left 
and out of bounds at 310 feet. 

The first sub-seven-second run in 
round one went to Canadian Greg 
Williams on his four-cylinder Honda. 
Williams has always had success at Hor- 
nell and his Champion/HT Engineer- 
ing-sponsored bike pumps out a lot of 
horsepower, and he kept it all under 
control to stop the clocks at 6.365 sec- 
onds. 

Steve Dresser had to pull off the line 
for a minute and Bob Shreiner moved 
his radical Kawasaki two-stroke triple to 
the line. The Dr. Bob's Racing machine 
wheelied hard off the line but he gath- 
ered it up and hit the groove for a time 
of 6.809, the third-fastest time in the 
800cc class in round one. 

Dresser pulled the Parts Unlimited / Pro- 
Action-sponsored Harley-Davidson back 
to the line for his run. Dresser put together 
a 6.942-second run, but his bike was not

making full power and he would have 
to go to a backup bike for run two. 

Many 800cc riders continued to have 
problems with the gully and the second 
kicker. Large was an interested specta- 
tor as round one came to a close. 

“A lot of people are bottoming out 
when they hit the jumps and it's bounc- 
ing the bikes sideways," Large said. 

Willie Price was the last rider to put 
in a six-second run, netting a 6.7488 
despite the fact his bike was missing at 
high rpm. | 

After а gearing change, “Jammer” 
took his second shot at the hill. 

“The bike came out straight and 
under control and I hit the grooves right 
where I wanted to," Large said. "This is 
one of my best rides ever." 

His time of 5.804 seconds would be a 
difficult target to hit on the hottest day 
of the series yet. 

Zander had a much straighter ride 
this time around, and a minor correction 
early in the run got him into the best 


groove for a 6.4794-second ride to take 


eighth overall for the day. Gerencer has 
racked up some dramatic second-round 
wins at Hornell, and he was shooting 
for the win. Gerencer missed the groove 
and got too much air over the first jump, 
losing a lot of time, but luck was on his 
side - the timing equipment malfunc- 
tioned, giving him a second chance. He 
left the line hard but had to make a save 
that apparently cost him the win. 

“I wheelied before the gully and had 
to shut off” Gerencer said. "That cost me 
a few hundredths." 

He finished strongly, though, and this 
time the clocks worked. The 5.875-second 
run would give him second place. 

Bobby Templeton was the next top- 
10 time. On his first ride, Templeton 
went far sideways off the second jump 
and barely saved it, but his second ride 
was on the money. 

"They made changes to Erskine’s 





PMS їог Motorcycles Harley-Davidson 
and it made the bike faster and easier to 
ride," Templeton said, and after а good, 
straight launch, he did his thing. "I got 
lucky and missed the hole 20 feet before 
the kicker. Then I got in the groove and 
the bike took off." 

Templeton's 6.330 was the fifth- 
fastest 800cc time, and the 1996 800cc 
Rookie of the Year is adapting quickly to 
his Harley-Davidson ride after two 
years of Kawasaki two-stroke triples. 

Williams had to pull back off the line 
before his second attempt, but they got 
it sorted out quickly and he ripped off a 
6.191-second ride to take control of 
fourth overall. 

Dresser dropped his time to 6.452 on 
Greg Williams' spare Honda to move to 
sixth overall. Shreiner got bounced off 
line as the hill got rougher but he low- 
ered his time to 6.680 to end up 10th. 

[eff Thomas on the Innovative 
Mold /Gear Shed-backed Yamaha XS650 
twin came back from a round-one crash 
to put in his best Pro ride 

"We changed suspension settings 
and it helped the bike stay straight, 
Thomas said. "The clutch slipped a little 
or we would have gone faster. Still, it's 
been a good day." 

Bob Castledine is racing a very limit- 
ed schedule this year and he put in a 
6.620-second run on his second ride to 
climb to ninth overall. 

800cc points leader Glen Petty had a 
forgettable first ride. 

“I held the thing wide open and the 
ride was smooth but the bike wouldn't 
run ind Petty said. 

The problem was a faulty bypass valve 
causing low fuel pressure. Petty came to 
the line and revved it up but the valve still 
wasn't right, so they pulled out. While Jeff 
Yoder and Glen Petty Sr. worked on the 
bike, Gerencer took the bypass off his bike 
for them to use. With full power, Petty put 
in another solid ride. 

“I got it in the groove and I missed 
the hole by the second jump," he said. 

His 6.171 earned him third overall, 
though he now trails Large by one 
point. Price again had bike problems 
and Mark Bufton's Norton didn't make 
it to the top, thus closing out the day. 

“It really helped me and Michael to 
have Tom Reiser here today with his 
years of experience. Now it's on to Free- 
mansburg," said 800cc winner and new 
points leader Large. €N

oel Smets emphasized that he is 

still the man to beat m the World 

500cc MX Series as he extended his 
lead in the championship point standings 
with an emphatic double win on the 
longest - and, so far, the hottest - day of 
the European summer at Loket in the 
Czech Republic. 

The Belgian was not only the fastest, 
he also remained cool, while his rivals 
indulged in midsummer madness, throw- 
ing away vital points. Now the defendmg 
World Champion leads the title chase by 
19 points over Darrvll King, and the title 
chase is clearly between these two, as 
Andrea Bartolini and the Yamaha suf- 
fered another mechanical hiccup. 

A Husky finally took the holeshot in a 
500cc GP moto again, but it was neither 
King nor Bernd Eckenbach, the two riders 
to have won on the Italian stallion so far 
this year. Instead it was Johan Boonen who 
jumped out front, though his lead was 
short-lived, as Smets attacked on lap two.

“There are so many small stones here 
and it is very painful to ride behind any- 
one, so I was determined to get to the front 
quickly,” Smets said. "After that, I soon 
built up a cushion to second place, and 
was content to ride just fast enough to 
defend it. There was no point in wasting 
energy in this heat." 

The potential challengers were all in 
trouble. Bartolini didn't even make the 
first turn before his jinx struck. 

"The motor suddenly lost power," he 
said. "I kept turning the dial we have to 
adjust the ignition and after half a lap the 
motor started to run cleanly again - but I 
was already so far behind." 

By the finish, Bartolini was ninth. 

“I could see sixth place for the last few 
laps, but it was terribly difficult to pass 
here and I could only pass Rob Herring.” 

Eckenbach was really moving in the 
early laps as he charged from 13th. 

“I was soon ninth and ready to advance 
further, until I lost the use of second gear,” 
he said. 

Husky teammate Darryll King had 
meanwhile moved from fourth to second 
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and had cut Smets' lead down to three 
seconds. | 

"Then I stalled it in a turn," King 
explained. "I was too busy looking where 
Joel (Smets) was and not concentrating on 
my own riding." 

Back to à close fifth, he fell once again 
before a final charge took the New Zealan- 
der past Gert-Jan Van Doorn on the last 
lap. 
"| actually passed Gert-Jan four times 
in the final three laps, but he hit back each 
time until I knocked him out of the way 
the last time," King added. 

"In front of them, Peter Johansson had 
ridden a smooth race to finish second. 

“1 actually got a good start, but so did 
Lappan (Mats Nilsson) on the inside of 
me," Johansson said. “We touched in the 
turn and I lost several places." 

From seventh on lap one, Johansson 
was second just after half-distance. 

“1 closed down Joel's lead from 10 to 
seven seconds, but then it stayed at that 
and I settled for second," Johansson said. 
"The second race will be even harder in 
this heat. I found it surprisingly easy to 
pass, except for Van Doorn; he was all 
over the track and I was scared of a colli- 
sion." 

Johansson, a double winner in the 
Czech Republic last year, stormed to the 
front of race two and raced clear as Smets 
tried to find away around Eckenbach for 
second. With a new motor, the German 
couldn't quite maintain the pace of the 
other leaders, but he showed great 
resilience in holding off everything the 
champ could throw at him for more than 
10 minutes.

By then Johansson had a large lead, but 
it soon shrunk. 

“I made a mistake and fell off," the 
Swede said. "I kept the motor running, but 
Joel was right on me then and when he 
and Darryll got past, I had to let them go. 1 
had put a lot of effort into building up that 
early lead, and that had taken a lot of ener- 


Smets is not only a superb rider, he is 
also a master tactician and, once past the 
Swede, the Belgian put everything into 
establishing an advantage over Darryll 
King, who had been closing menacingly. 
The two title candidates maintained an 
incredible pace right to the finish but never 
came in direct conflict. It is an indication of 
Smets' power that he has now won the 
second moto of every GP this year except 
in Austria. 

Bartolini, meanwhile, was in trouble 
again. 

“I started well, but Smets ran into me at 
the second corner," Bartolini said. “Still, I 
was fourth, but on the third lap I stalled 
the motor under braking in a sandy cor- 
ner. Í was very nervous after the first-race 
problems, and after I had recovered from 
nearly last to be nearly back in the points 
again already halfway through the race, I 
had a big crash." 

First-moto runner-up Boonen was 15th 
after a first-lap crash. (N

agiva has been born again - in 
more ways than one. After more 
than two years of upheaval and 
breaks in production caused by the 
same cash-flow crisis that forced the 
controlling Castiglioni family to sell off 
a majority shareholding in Ducati, the 
company that a decade ago was Italy’s 
largest motorcycle manufacturer has 
risen from the dead - and not Just in the 
wake of the high-profile launch of its 
MV Agusta F4 dream bike, either. 
Instead, on the 20th anniversary of 
the Castiglioni brothers' purchase of 
Harley-Davidson's Italian factory and 
renaming it Cagiva, the company is on a 
roll, with several new models now in 
the process of reaching production. 

- Cagiva is back in business - this time, 
it seems, for real. What one sees just dri- 
ving into the Varese factory yard under- 
lines the nature of the company's 
revival. You thread your way between 
trucks being loaded full of bikes fresh 
off the-assembly line, around compo- 
nents stacked up ready to fuel that pro- 
duction process - parts just ferried in 
from Cagiva's new warehouse across 
the lake at Cassinetta, where the new 
plant acquired from Whirlpool is locat- 
ed, and to which production will be 
transferred in the autumn. Then you 
find you have to carve yourself out a 
parking place by squeezing into a gap 
between Claudio Castiglioni's Lancia 
and the MV F4 development hack that 
tester Latini is about to ride away on, 








down to CRC design headquarters in 
San Marino. 

There's a great sense of something 
happening here, that people are busy 
and things are getting done. Now, 
alongside the Husqvarna off-road hard- 
ware finally being shipped to satisfy 
pent-up demand for the Ducati of dirt 
bikes, motorcycles bearing the Cagiva 
name are also finally heading out to 
dealerships around the world, spear- 
headed by the new 900 Gran Canyon 
moto totale, the Ducati 900SS- powered 
roadster all-rounder designed by Pierre 
Terblanche that debuted at the 1996 
Cologne Show, but which Cagiva is only 
now in a position to put into produc- 
tion. 

The question is: Was it worth the 
wait? Maybe the best answer to this is 
that, according to Cagiva executives, 
Ducati management has twice in the 
past month leaned heavily on them to 
sell it the Gran Canyon project in pro- 
duction-ready guise, ready to be 
launched as the lead new model in 
Ducati's own '99 model-year desmodue 
lineup! 

Not surprising, really, given the 
engine that powers the 900GC is 
sourced from Bologna under watertight 
contract, and the fact that its creator, 
Terblanche, has since moved to head up 
design at Ducati. But instead of that, the 
sleek-looking sports roadster with a 
desmo motor is available here and now 
with Cagiva's name on the tank and in 
the marque's trademark red-and-silver 
colors (chosen back in '78 in homage to 
MV Agusta - funny how things have 
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gone full circle), with a silver-and-blue 
option that looks better in the metal 
than in photos. 

But as a viable alternative to the ST2 
and new 900 Supersport in the desmodue 
"classic sports" range, their Gran 
Canyon cousin slots right into the 
Ducati lineup - a real-world motorcycle 
that's potent enough to be sporty, yet 
practical enough to be usable in a huge 

variety of conditions, even including 
some nominal off-road capability. It's a 
two-wheeled Range Rover! 

Actually, that analogy seems even 
more appropriate when you throw a leg 
over the Gran Canyon (it's okay, they 
know how to spell - there's no "d" in the 
Italian spelling!), and find yourself 
enjoying the same kind of commanding 
stance that drivers of 4x4s get from their 
chunky-tire tarmac tanks. 

Though you don't need the steplad- 
der to climb aboard that you do with the 
Moto Guzzi Quota, the Gran Canyon's 
33.5-inch seat height is well worthy of a 
Paris-Dakar enduro entry, and could 
usefully have been dropped a couple of 
inches, to make the bike a little less 
upright for everyday street use and not 
so tall to clamber aboard. However, this 
probably wasn't an option, given that 
the bike is essentially based on the old 
900 Elefant enduro model, whose 
unlovely square-tube steel frame has 
been cleverly disguised on the Gran 
Canyon with plastic cladding to resem- 
ble a deltabox affair. 

Only it's not - a fact which also 
explains the 19-inch front wheel (but 17- 
inch rear) and gunmetal-anodized wire-

spoked alloy rims, plus the slightly 
incongruous dual filler caps for the twin 
fuel tanks (though these are obviously 
linked, you have to use both fillers if 
you want to squeeze aboard all 5.3 gal- 
lons of gas they'll carry). 

Okay - I know what you're thinking; 
Sounds like the bike's a bit of a compro- 
mise, doesn't it - mutton dressed up as 
lamb? Well, think again, because even a, 
couple of hours spent in the saddle of. 
the Gran Canyon (let alone the whole, 
day I spent riding it around the hills and 
lakes of northern Italy) will convince: 
you this is a really, really good motorcy- 
cle that in real-world riding is the pick. 
of the desmodue range. 

l'll admit I was surprised - although; 
thinking back to riding the 600 Canyon 
single that gave birth to the project, 
maybe I shouldn't have been. That bike; 
powered by Cagiva's arthritic T4 air- 
cooled single-cylinder motor, not only 
confirmed Pierre Terblanche as ac 
designer full of original thought, it also 
underlined how much a master of pack- 
aging he is. In transferring his show 
prototype to production almost 
unchanged, Cagiva has also delivered a 
riding position that sets a benchmark for 
others in terms of the crucial seat-to- 
handlebars-to-footpeg ratio - and the 
result is a bike it's impossible not to feel. 
comfy on and relaxed aboard, either for 
short blasts through town, where the 
high stance gives great traffic vision, or 
for longer hauls out into the country;, 
where the pulled-back handlebars deliv- 
er a so-natural riding position and 
(thanks to their fairly wide spread) great 
leverage in tight turns or street corners. «| 

Really, all the traditional advantages 
of street enduros apply here in spades, 
except that the Gran Canyon is a far, 
more civilized tarmac ride than your. 
average refugee from Dakar. The only 
criticism Га make is of the blind screen, 
which works fine at deflecting wind 
blast but needs a reverse curve on it, to 
lift the airstream higher at speed. For а; 
6-foot rider like me, the airflow aimed 
directly at your throat at much over 60 
mph is tiresome, and makes the ton-up. 
autostrada cruising that the bike is easily 
capable of (top speed is a claimed 118), 





mph) a drag. Cagiva says it is aware of 
this, and plans to offer an optional 
screen for taller riders - though Im not 
sure it isn't the airflow on the underside 
of the screen, over the top of the well- 
designed, ultra-legible dashboard, that 
isn't to blame. When Cagiva offers this 
screen, hopefully one of the best ideas 
featured on the smaller Canyon will be 
incorporated, one that surprisingly has 
been left off the bigger bike: the flap in 
the blind screen that folds out to accept 
maps, freeway tickets and even paper 
money with which to pay tolls. This 15 а 
good item that should have made the 
transfer across. An item that thankfully 
didn't make the transfer over from the 
single, however, is the spring-loaded 
sidestand. The GC is fitted instead with 
an ignition cutout and proper sidestand, 
a lesson Ducati could learn. And while 
there's no centerstand on the Cagiva, 
the side-mounted one is pretty sturdy. 

The well-padded saddle has good 
space for a passenger - this is a true two- 
up sports roadster, with pillion grab 
handles cleverly integrated into the 
superbly designed luggage rack, which 
takes a bungee cord from any angle you 
want to attach it, and has a 22-pound 
load capacity, though if you want to 
carry more than that, Cagiva has an 
optional top box big enough for making 
pizza deliveries - or for. carrying two 
full-face helmets! 

Like on the 600, the Gran Canyon's 
twin upswept exhausts exit under the 
seat, their quite bulky oval silencers 
tucked away well and visually more 
handsome than the cumbersome items 
Ducati has fitted to get its new 900 
Supersport past the noise police - 
though to be fair, there's quite a differ- 
ence in power between the two models. 
Yet, to be equally fair, it's not as though 
you'd notice in everyday riding condi- 
tions: I'd bet on getting from point A to 
point B faster along a twisting country 
road - especially if it was bumpy - on 
the Gran Canyon than on the 900 Super- 
sport or ST2, in spite of the fact the fuel- 
injected air/oil-cooled two-valve 904cc 
desmo engine makes just 66.5 bhp at 
7500 rpm in Gran Canyon guise, com- 
pared to 80 bhp in its comparable 90055 
application, or 83 bhp in partially water- 
cooled 944cc guise on the ST2. 

This is partly because the Gran 
Canyon really capitalizes on the narrow 
build of the V-twin engine and feels 
very slim and maneuverable as a result, 
partly the extra sense of command you 
get from that raised riding position and 
the quite high and pulled-back bars, and 
partly the really incredible response of 
the desmodue motor down low, thanks to 
Cagiva's work on remapping the fuel 
injection - and it does have quite a bit of 
experience of working on EFI, remem- 
ber, thanks to development of the MV 
Agusta F4. 

By trading some power and revs up 
high for more bottom-end grunt, Cagiva 
chief engineer Andrea Goggi has deliv- 
ered what seems to be a torquier engine 
package than the new 900 Supersport's, 
but with the same vivid response from 
the light-action throttle. In fact, the 
Cagiva's motor feels like a more precise 
and responsive version of the old carbu- 
reted 900SS desmodue in that it picks up 
really cleanly low down and has a very 
meaty midrange, without wanting to 
rev much over 7500 rpm. This is not a 
top-end bike, and I never found the rev- 
limiter. But it has very usable power 
down low, pulling cleanly from 2000 
rpm on part throttle and 2500 rpm wide 
open, without a hint of the old bike's 
transmission snatch if you tried to do 
the same thing. Some of this response is

due to the revised mapping, and the rest 
is thanks to Cagiva having geared down 
the Canyon by fitting a 45-tooth rear 
sprocket, whereas the new 900 Super- 
sport wears a 40-tooth one (and the old 
900SS carried a 37). 

The result is a bike that, while not 
being disgraced at three-figure speeds, 
is incredibly easy and relaxing to ride in 
everyday road conditions because it's so 
torquey and responsive, with the offbeat 
lilt of the V-twin motor further adding 
to the laid-back feel. You catch yourself 
riding much of the time in fourth gear - 
not only because the motor is so flexible 
and forgiving, but because the low over- 
all gearing makes the big gap between 
fourth and the two overdrive top gears 
more apparent, so you encounter it 
more often in normal riding. 

Still, the gearchange is really smooth 
and sweet-shifting, thanks to Ducati's 
new selector drum, and the stiff-action 
clutch isn't as noticeable as it is on the 
900SS - if only because you probably 
change gear less often with the more 
flexible Cagiva package. 

But where the 900GC would really 
score over its similarly engined Ducati 
rivals in a shootout along Racer Road 
would be over the bumps - because the 
Elefant-derived frame not only has fat, 
45mm Marzocchi leading-axle cartridge 
forks, but also a rising-rate rear end 
with Sachs-Boge shock adjustable for 
spring preload and rebound damping, 
here fitted with a link specially devel- 
oped for the Grand Canyon's almost 
completely tarmac-related use. 

The result gives an almost luxurious 
6.69 inches of suspension travel at both 
ends (compare that to the 4.7 inches 
front/5.3 inches rear of Ducati's much 
tauter cantilever frame on the 900 
Superlight), justifying the use of Cagi- 
va's trademark "Soft Damp" epithet on 
the bike because it delivers outstanding 
ride quality over every kind of road sur- 
face - if you have to ride to work along a 
concrete freeway with bad joints, this 
bike's for you. 

And though the long 60.25-inch 
wheelbase would seem to be a recipe for 
unwieldiness, the Cagiva is in fact 
remarkably agile, thanks perhaps to the 
skinny 100/90-19 front wheel and just 
92mm of trail. 

This isn't like Ducati V-twins of old 
with wheelbases that stretched from 
Bologna to Rome and back again, where 
you had to almost send them a telegram 
to change direction. The Canyon is prac-

tically nimble and certainly easy-steer- 
ing, plus it's extremely stable at speed 
over bumps, which its supple suspen- 
sion just shrugs off almost casually. And 
the Nissin brakes haul off speed impres- 
sively well, with the sort of bite from the 
296mm front rotors that Brembos used 
to have in their cast-iron days but have 
now sacrificed in favor of a more pro- 
gressive action. In opting for the Japan- 
ese brakes, Cagiva has given itself the 
best of both worlds, because you can 
stand the Canyon on its nose if needed - 
in which case the soft fork settings cause 
quite a lot of dive - or else you can just 
squeeze the lever lightly for a more pro- 
gressive response. 

Did you get the idea I enjoyed riding 
this bike, maybe? Honestly, I'm trying 
hard to find fault... Yet the Cagiva's rear 
suspension is also very compliant scoot- 
ing out of turns on the angle, laying 
down the V-twin engine's torquey 
power through the rear 150/70-17 Pirelli 
MT580 tire. The Pirelli rubber used on the 
GC is really only nominally dual-pur- 
pose, in spite of the off-road tread pat- 
tern, because (like the bike it's fitted to 
here) it has a heavy tarmac bias, with a 
loose-surface potential at best, rather 
than true off-road capability. 

But there's enough grip on the road 
for you to not wish too hard for a set of 
supersport tires, the kind of tires the 
Gran Canyon invites having put on - 
even though the obvious Stage Two 
future version of this bike would have 
to be a full-monty tarmac street rod with 
upside-down forks, cast-alloy wheels, a 
17-inch front tire and a set of Pirelli 
Dragons to replace the МТ805, all in the 
cause of added street cred and nominal- 
ly improved handling. 

Chances are that if Cagiva doesn't 
make this mega-motard, its customers 
will, especially since the ultra-reason- 
able price of the Gran Canyon (20 per- 
cent cheaper than Ducati's 900 Super- 
sport in Italy) will encourage many to 
follow the same route as with the simi- 
larly well-priced Yamaha TRX850 and 
take advantage of its cheap entry ticket 
to twin-cylinder sport-biking to person- 
alize it as budget and inclination allow. 

Speaking of the TRX underlines what 
Cagiva has done here, carving them- 
selves a significant slice of the sports- 
roadster market with a unique model 
that has only one real rival - the TRX's 
sister, the Yamaha TDM. The Gran 
Canyon is in every way a V-twin ver- 
sion of the TDM, following in its real- 


world tire tracks to create a true all- 
around, everyday motorcycle that's fun 
to ride as well as practical to use. The 
upright riding position on what is quite 
a tall bike delivers a feeling of confi- 
dence that will give many riders a sense 
of being in charge of the bike rather than 
intimidated by it, as they might be with 
a supersport race replica. That in turn 
will translate to point-to-point journey 
times that will satisfy and maybe sur- 
prise - yet at the same time, the Gran 
Canyon is a relaxing ride, one you can 
cruise or boulevard on as happily as 
scratch with. You don't feel you have to 
prove anything when you're aboard it - 
not to yourself and especially not to 
anyone else. 

The Cagiva is just a bike to chill out 
on, one that you'll relish riding around 
on for the pure fun of it. I did. cN

MAMMOTH LAKES, CA, JUNE 20-21 
oug Dubach proved why he is 
& the four-time and reigning 
World Vet Champion: the “Doc- 
tor” dominated the Over The Hill 
Gang's inaugural Mammoth Mountain 
Motocross by winning all eight motos 
he raced. The Yamaha /Yamalube-spon- 
sored event was a two-day, four-moto 
event that drew more than 400 Vet-class 
racers. 

PACE Thunder Bike Champion Spud 
Walters and National Hare & Hound 
Champion/off-roader extraordinaire Ty 
Davis provided Dubach with some stiff 
competition on the weekend, as did fel- 
low YZF400F rider Scott Myers. White 
Brothers/Shoei-sponsored Walters rode 
well to finish second in the Pro Industry 
Dash, while Racers Edge/ Applied /White 
Brothers-backed Myers took runner-up 
honors in the OTHG Pro class and fourth 
in the Pro Industry Dash. Montclair 
Yamaha/FMF/Oakley-supported Davis 
had his Curtis Sparks-built YZF400F 
dialed as he grabbed the Motowest-spon- 
sored holeshot prizes in all eight of his 
motos en route to an overall victory in the 
Junior Vet Support class, as well as a 
third overall in the Pro Industry Dash. 

After the racing was finished, the 
excitement continued as Yamaha donat- 
ed a yet-to-be-released 1999 YZ125. The 
bike was raffled off, with all proceeds 
going to the Feed The Children Fund. 
More than $4000 was raised for a great 
cause, and Val Fukunaga was the win- 
ner of the 1999 YZ. 

Moto one in the OTHG Pro class saw 
the CR500 piloted by Willie Musgrave 
rocket up the hill with the holeshot with 
Ed McCoy, Dubach and Myers in tow. 
Dubach quickly worked his way onto 
Musgrave's rear wheel and began to 
pressure him for the lead. The long, fast 
track worked to the CR500's advantage 
as it was noticeably faster up the ultra- 
fast uphill. Musgrave did all he could to 
thwart the relentless attack of Dubach, 
but it was in vain as Dubach flew past 
the CR500 down the "freeway" prior to 
the finish line. Dubach took the check- 
ers, with Musgrave and Myers in tow. 

Moto two was more of the same, but 
this time it was Myers who worked his 
way into the picture. MXA/White 
Brothers-sponsored Musgrave again 
grabbed the holeshot, with Dubach and 





Myers giving chase. Dubach grabbed 
the lead by lap three and led it to the 
checkers. Myers worked his way around 
Musgrave and gave chase for the lead. 
The battle for fourth was extremely tight 
as the trio of Ray Sommo, KX-mounted 
Ron Gilbert and Kelly Andris mixed it 
up. Gilbert went down in the back sec- 
tion, allowing Andris to secure the fifth 
position. At the checkers the order was 
Dubach, Myers, Musgrave and Ameri- 
can Honda's Sommo. 

By the third moto on day two, Yama- 
ha/Enzo/BSY-backed Dubach had the 
track dialed. Myers, however, tired of 
seeing Dubach's back fender, ripped off 
a sweet holeshot and managed to put 
some distance on the Doctor, who was 
working up from fourth. Myers was rid- 
ing extremely fast, which inspired 
Dubach to wick up his thumper even 
further. In the end, Dubach was able to 
pass Myers and take the victory. 

In the final moto, Musgrave again 
grabbed the early lead. Then Myers took 
his turn up front, but in the end neither 
could hold back the 35-year-old Dubach, 
who is showing no signs of slowing 
down. Myers finished second, and Mus- 
grave held off the late-moto charge of 
Andris to snag third. 

The invite-only Pro Industry Dash 
pitted several top riders against one 
another for their respective companies' 
bragging rights. Yamaha was represent- 
ed by Dubach and Walters; FMF sent 
Davis and off-road specialist Donnie 
Book; and Applied Racing was well-rep- 
resented by Myers. All of the boys were 
riding YZ400Fs. 

As the gate fell in the first moto, 
Davis and Dubach went elbow to elbow 
up the wide-open uphill start, neither 
giving an inch nor showing any sign of 
letting off. Davis took the lead to the 
first turn, which was very impressive 
considering he couldn't get his bike 
started one minute prior to the drop of 
the gate. The off-road specialist and 
king of the desert did a valiant job of 
dicing with Dubach and Walters, but in 
the end the motocross specialists were 
too much for him. 

In the second moto, Davis had the

came together in the corner, with 
Dubach knocking Davis into the soft 
shoulder. This also allowed Walters to 
get by. 

“I had to get by; Walters was pres- 
suring me," Dubach said. "I wish I 
could have made it by cleanly, but that's 
racing." ( 

"That was kind of dirty; he didn't 
have to hit me," Davis resorted. “There 
are two motos left." 

Dubach claimed the victory over 
Walters, and Davis recovered to take 
third. 

Davis used the “bump” to motivate 
him and he tried desperately to defeat 
Dubach in the third moto. Davis 
grabbed the lead and immediately tried 
to check out, building a comfortable 
lead over Walters, Myers and Dubach 
back in fourth. Walters picked up the 
pace and held off the attacks of Dubach, 
who worked his way around Myers. 
Walters was ripping up the loamy ter- 
rain and riding smoothly when sudden- 
ly he flew off the track when a rock 
jammed his brake pedal. That allowed 
Dubach to claim second and set out after 
Davis. 

The battle that ensued proved to be 
one of the best of the event. Dubach was 
on the move and finally made his 
"clean" pass on Davis by squaring off 
the turn after the steep downhill. It was 
an incredible move. Meanwhile, Walters 
remounted the track in fourth and put 
on an amazing charge to pass both 
Myers and Davis on the last lap to claim 
second. Davis ended up third. 

In the final moto, Walters found 
some extra speed and pulled out a lead 
over Dubach. Looking to keep his 
unbeaten winning streak alive for the 
weekend, Dubach charged from mid- 
pack. Somehow Dubach looked to be 
going faster after racing seven motos, 
and he caught and passed Walters with- 
out letting off the gas. Dubach finished 
the weekend undefeated, taking home 
the lion's share of the Pro purse.

Brewer's 
crowned

MORRISTON, FL, MAY 31 

he championship in the Florida 
T» Riders Enduro Series came 

down to the last race, the Scrub Oak 
Enduro, and the battle between two rid- 
ers from South Carolina: KTM's 
Franklin Ramey III, the current FTR and 
SETRA Enduro Champion, and Team 
Green's Ashley Brewer, a top SETRA 
AA rider. It was classic KTM vs. 
Kawasaki; champion vs. challenger. 
Both riders needed a win to claim the 
championship, but when the dust set- 
tled, it was Brewer taking the overall 
win and his first-ever series champi- 
onship without dropping a single point. 

"| am really glad I could win a cham- 
pionship for Kawasaki in my first year 
with the team," Brewer said. "I hope to 
do even more next year. I think I may 
have caught the competition sleeping 
towards the end of the season. It's hard 
to stay motivated all season long” 

Ramey had nothing but praise for 
Brewer's accomplishment, as the two 
had a close battle toward the end and it 
could have gone either way. Ramey lost 
the event and the championship by mere 
seconds on his way to a one-point card. 

Ryan Crist, a fast 200cc B rider, took 
his Kawasaki to first in his class and also 
finished an impressive third overall. 
With rides like that, he won't stay in the 
B class very long. 

The Scrub Oak Enduro was promot- 
ed by the Daytona Dirt Riders, and the 
course consisted of three loops with 60 
actual ground miles. The club used a 20- 
to 24-mph speed average. The race was 
dry and dusty, especially compared to 
previous events where endless bogs and 
drowned bikes were commonplace. 

The first loop was close to 12 miles in 
length and was run at a 20-mph aver- 
age. The trail was mainly fast stuff with 
intermittent jeep roads, and both Ramey 
and Brewer zeroed-the check. 

"The 20-mph average made it easy to 








* 


maintain your time," MSR-backed 
Brewer said. "You just kept time from 
mile to mile." 

"According to my clocks, I had a per- 
fect zero - :30, in the first section, but I 
was scored a :32," Brewer explained. 
“My clock or theirs was a little off." 

"That first section was pretty easy, 
especially at 20 mph," said Ramey, who 
came in at a perfect :30. 

There was a reset then into the next 
section before the gas stop. Loop two 
had all the Florida essentials - plenty of 
whoops, sand and palmetto roots - and 
the temperature was slowly rising, as 
was the dust. The trail was tougher, but 
at the slow speed average, Ramey and 
Brewer had no trouble with time. Brew- 
er was riding two rows behind Ramey, 
so the two only saw each other at the 
resets. At the end of loop two, Brewer 
and Ramey were still tied at zero, but 
Ramey had the lead with a better tie- 
breaker score. 

At the 36-mile mark, it was on to the 
gas stop and a chance for a break from 
the dust and heat. So far, Ramey and 
Brewer had zeroed the course. This put 
pressure on both riders, because if a 
mistake was made in the upcoming two 
loops, the two knew it would cost them 
the championship. 

“I had a pretty good day,” Ramey 
said. “I was riding good. I just don’t 
really like the zero runs. There just isn’t 
any margin for error.” 

The third loop was the toughest trail 
the riders rode all day, and it was close 
to 25 miles in length. The loop started at 
the 50-mile mark, was run at 24 mph 
and consisted of pine sections coupled 
with plenty of whoops. The first timed 
section of the loop was 12 miles long. 
This was the tough section since it had 
small dirt furrows placed about a foot 
apart as they raced through the pines. 
Going into the trail, someone in the club 


had placed a sign that read, “Shock ther- 


apy.” It was an understatement. Had the 
trail been longer, points could have been 
taken, but as it was, Brewer and Ramey 
once again zeroed the section. 

There was a reset to 68 miles and 
then it was on to the final trail of the 
race. The trail was fast and flowing, 
with the added bonus of being a little 
damp. Dust-free conditions and perfect 
traction were welcomed by the combat- 
ants. The trail got tight in places, and in 
the dense foliage, Ramey took a wrong 
turn that ultimately cost him the race 
and the championship.

“I was following the trail and then 
lost the arrows,” Ramey explained. 
“You could see tracks from other rid- 
ers. I rode several miles, I know, before 
I realized what had happened. 1 was 
down about four minutes, but the trail 
was easy and I cranked it up. I made 
up those minutes but ran out of trail 
and luck before the last check. I came in 
at 1: 14. I think Ashley zeroed it. If I 
could have just made up those 14 sec- 
onds, the results may have been differ- 
ent. 
“1 had bad luck at the last two FTR 
races," Ramey continued. "That kind of 
luck cost me the championship. I still 
won the SETRA Enduro Series, but it 
would have been nice to make it two 
years in a row with FTR." 

On the other hand, Brewer kept sight 
of the trail to take the win. 

"That last section was fun - it 
flowed," Brewer said. "It was the most 
fun of the day. I saw where Franklin 
passed the trail and I decided not to go 
that way. Fortunately, I caught an arrow 
about 20 yards up the trail, was able to 
zero the section and take the win. 

"My Kawasaki produces a lot of 
power, which helps me in the sand 
whoops," Brewer added. "Add in the 
Bridgestone tires and I think I have the 
ultimate setup for Florida enduros." 

After two overall wins in a row and 
the series championship, who can argue 
with that? 7 

Overall A honors went to Steve New 
in the 200cc A class with a score of two. 
The Overall B trophy went to Crist, who 
also nabbed third overall, and the C- 
class Overall went to 200cc rider Dane 
Smith, who dropped seven route points.

Rotax-mounted ].P. Simonsen scored his second 
win of the young AMA District 27 TT season, 
beating the only other rider victorious this sea- 
son, Eli Price, during the Expert main event at 
the Castle Rock Fairgrounds.

The 
BBRP/CVSG/Budweiser-backed Simonsen 
dogged Price for several laps and then made his 
move to take the lead for keeps. Finishing second 
and third were Price and Fitzhugh, who picked; 
off several riders late in the race. Schnitzer, Eric: 
Rickman and Josh Currey filled out the top six. 

Kurt Hawk, who last race soared to a three- 
class decimation of the 250cc A, DTX and Open 
A main events, looked to be in a position to do 
the same after posting wins in the Open A and 
250cc A classes.

Hook snags Cambridge 
Short Track win

CAMBRIDGE, MN, JUNE 6 

Former GNC National Number 77, Peter Hook, 
came out of semi-retirement, borrowed a basi- 
cally stock 500cc Yamaha and lined up against 
the heavy hitters in the Open Pro class. Hook 
then performed a tutorial called Dirt Track Rac- 
ing 101 as he smoked the class at the DTRA 
event, held at the Isanti County Fairgrounds. 

Hook, who now is a devoted husband and 
father and a successful businessman, rarely 
finds time to race against some of his longtime 
competitors, let alone the young guns of the 
Open Pro class. As far as the competition is con- 
cerned, that might not be so bad, but for the race 
fans it was a rare treat to see the former cushion 
master having some fun once again. Hook bolt- 
ed into the lead at the start of the 20-lap Pro 
main event and never looked back. Wisconsin's 
Steve Kasten was the only rider able to keep him 
in sight and he raced to a lonely second after 
clawing his way there from fifth place on lap 
five. A close race for third eventually fell to 
Honda-mounted Verdeen Langland, who 
passed Pro-Sport contender Marcus Bauer on 
lap six. Kurt Boehlke's bid for a repeat win after 
his victory at the last race was dashed when he 
crashed in turn three. Reynolds Printing's Eric 
Brouhard pressured Bauer throughout the race 
and finally made his bid for fourth stand with a 
turn-three pass on lap 19. 

"We really put it to those Rotaxes with this 
old Yamaha, didn't we?" joked Hook after the 
race. “We took a tooth off after the heat because 
we knew the track would get faster. I was able 
to roll it through the corners a lot easier and 
keep my momentum up, and it seemed to pull 
good enough down the straights. I'd like to 
thank Lee Fealy for letting me ride his bike.” 

The triple-crown award fell to a hard-charging 
youngster named Troy Johnson. Johnson raced to 
victory in the final while closely chased by 
defending champ Shawn Burr, Wisconsin’s Mark 
Zeidler, Chris Larson, and 60cc winner Josh Koch. 
Johnson did it again in the 125cc class, ahead of 
250cc winner Bitsy Kantor. Adam Henrichs, Willie 
Broten and Tim Zeidler finished in the top five. 

Johnson's day of dominance wasn't over yet. 
As the Novice class got under way, it was 
Broten in control, but at the halfway point John- 
son performed an outside pass in turn three to 
take the win and his third victory of the day. 
Broten held on to second, ahead of heat-race 
winner Joe Schleicher. 

Riding a 1978 Yamaha 400, Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota, regular Robert Boyd won his sec- 
ond Over 30 main event in as many races.

Langland lands Cambridge TT

CAMBRIDGE, MN, JUNE 7 

Charlie Langland finally beat the Buzzard. Yes, 
it took a few years of trying, but the 55-year-old 
Langland delivered the package to the Norse- 
man MC clubgrounds, where he raced to a suc- 
cessful - albeit narrow - victory in the Over 50 
class ahead of DTRA president and class lumi- 
nary Buzz Arndt. 

"I could hear Buzzy behind me the whole 
time," explained the member of the elder gen- 
eration of the Langland racing family. “I beat 
him once last year, but that was in a heat race. 
I’ve never beaten him in a final until today!” 

Dirt track legend Tom Robertson finished 
third after a race-long battle with John Suther- 
lin, Gaylord Ladwig and Frank Radloff. 

Round two of the Langland success story 
featured Charlie's son, Verdeen Langland, who 
rode to a narrow victory in the 250cc Pro class 
ahead of heat winner Kurt Boehlke. Both riders 
were on DTX'd motocross bikes. Sioux Falls, 
South Dakota's Dusty Faulds finished third. 

Boehlke and Langland were soon lined up 
together in the Open Pro final, where it was 
announced that Anderson Plumbing had 
sweetened up the prize-money pot with a $100 
donation. Wisconsin's Steve Kasten won the 
heat race, but it was the fast-acting Langland 
absconding with the holeshot as the field rum- 
bled into the first turn of the half mile, six-turn 
circuit. As the pack roared over the high-speed 
start/ finish-line jump for the first time, Boehlke 
powered to the outside of Langland for the 
lead. Randy Triplett and Kasten were in hot 
pursuit. On lap three, Marcus Bauer and Faulds 
crashed out of contention in turn two. As the 
laps ticked away, Triplett seemed poised for an 
attack, but the 20-lap feature was cut short on 
lap eight when Kasten crashed in turn two, suf- 
fering a severely broken lower right leg. 
Boehlke was awarded the win over Langland 
and Triplett. Eric Brouhard finished fourth, 
ahead of Open B winner Greg Chicoine and Lee 
Fealy. 

The 125cc class was virtually nonexistent 
until D-23 chairman Tim Henrichs displayed a 
7-foot-tall championship trophy at the awards 
banquet last year. Wisconsin's Tim Zeidler 
pulled the holeshot at the start of the main 
event, after which his lead was closely guarded 
by Adam Henrichs, Troy Johnson, Willie 
Broten and Trackstar Motorsports' Marty 
Mataya. With one lap remaining, Zeidler bob-

Plitt, Alvarez win under 
the stars at Glen Helen SX

Joel Plitt and Nick Alvarez took top honors in 
Vet Beginner and 80cc Intermediate classes, 
respectively, at the inaugural Supercross Under 
The Stars at Glen Helen Raceway. During the 
AMA Supercross season, the track is used exclu- 
sively by Jeremy McGrath and Jimmy Button of 
Team Chaparral, but with the Outdoor Series 
under way, Glen Helen will use the track three 
more times this summer. This series gave riders 
competing in the Yamaha Dealer MX Series an 
opportunity to race on the supercross track the 
night before for half-price. 

Plitt took the holeshot in the Vet Beginner 
class and ran away from Donnie Quanstrom. 
Quanstrom would show a wheel but Plitt led all 
eight laps for the win. 

Bobby Phillies, who missed the first moto, 
quickly went to the front going into the first cor- 
ner of the second moto, followed by Quanstrom 
and Plitt in third. Phillies was faster in the 
whoop sections and started to pull away from 
Quanstrom and Plitt. But Phillies bobbled on the 
last part of the whoops, which sent him off the 
track and on the wrong side of the hay bales that 
lined the inside right-handed U-turn. It looked 
like Phillies would jump back on the track on 
the other side of the corner and continue on, but 
in a gentlemanly fashion, Phillies returned back 
onto the track at the same spot at which he had 
exited. This let Quanstrom and Plitt get by. Plitt 
made the pass on Quanstrom on the next lap by 
going on the inside before the jumps on the front 
straightaway. Plitt then was able to double the 
jumps he was comfortable with and pull away 
for the win. Phillies was able to get back around 
Quanstrom for second before the checkered 
came out. 

Alvarez was out first when the gate dropped 
for the first moto for the combined 80cc classes. 
In second was Brandon Schlensig, followed by 
Kyle Foltz, Justin Workman and Andrew Petrie. 
Petrie tried several times to pass Workman from 
the inside but would spin his wheels because the 
dirt was soft there. A lap later, Petrie was able to 
get beside Workman and outdrag him to the 
next corner to take over fourth. The checkered 
waved for Alvarez, who had a comfortable lead 
over Schlensig. Foltz, Petrie and Workman 
rounded out the top five. 

Schlensig controlled the inside position on 
the start of the second moto. Alvarez was right 
behind him, followed by Foltz and Petrie. 
Schlensig held the top spot but went wide on 
the first corner to make sure he had enough 
speed to clear the double jump near the front of 
the bleachers. Alvarez was able to make that 
same jump, but he came from the inside. Two 
laps later, Schlensig went to the outside again 
and Alvarez took the inside, the duo flying 
over the jump side by side. Alvarez then con- 
trolled the inside to the next corner and took 
over the lead. Petrie got by Foltz on the back 
whoop section on the next lap. Alvarez scored 
the win, followed Schlensig, Petrie, Foltz and 
Workman.

Joe Oehlhof took his REP/Fast Cycles/Pirelli- 
backed CR into the winner's circle of the highly 
competitive 250cc Expert division at a motocross 
held at Red Bud Track and Trail. It was Tom 
Hofmaster who piloted his. Banzai 
Racing/THOR/Torque Center-backed RM to 
the overall win in the 125cc Expert class. 

The opening 250cc Expert moto saw Oehlhof 
take the holeshot, with Scott Kirkpatrick, Jeff 
Moore and Banzai Racing/MX Tech's Eron 
Ezerins in tow. Ezerins was on the move early, 
passing Moore for third going up the Monza 
Wall with an inside line.

ond lead over Baker at the completion of the 

third lap, with Ezerins, Jerominski and Kirk- 

patrick rounding out the top five. Baker waited 

for the last lap to zap Oehlhof in the Valley 

Jump area and take over the lead. Oehlhof only 

had to finish second to claim the overall for the 
day and he let Baker have the win. 

“I knew I had the overall win once I knew it 
was Baker pressuring me," Oehlhof said, 
adding, “Man, that Honda is so fast it tired me 
out. I couldn't hold on to it in the closing stages.

Yamaha-mounted Chad Blough scored the win 
in the Over 30 Expert class at an SRA Grand Prix 
held at Glen Helen Raceway. 

Ted Hunnicut used the power of his YZ400F 
to nail the holeshot over Blough and Randy Nor- 
man.

Stewart, Goodman hot 
at RRR Hillclimb

POLO, IL, JUNE 7 

The Rock River Riders held their first hillclimb 
of 1998 on their 140-foot hill. The club added a 
new breaker at the 60-foot level, adding a bit 
more of a challenge to the already rough and 
steep hill. 

Brent Stewart from Galva, Illinois, was the 
fastest in the amateur portion of the program, 
blasting over the top in 3.245 seconds on his Jack- 
son Performance KTM380. Stewart's extraordinary 
ride came in second-round action in the 400cc 
class. He needed it to overtake Paul Hackbarth, 
who had carded a fine 3.720-second run on à 
YZAOOF borrowed from Marc Stamm ànd was the 
class leader at intermission. lowan Jerome Beckley 
put his YZ400F over in 3.962 seconds; he was the 
only other rider in the class to break the four-sec- 


ond mark. Mike Millard and Josh Hovey, both rid- 
ing YZ400Fs, finished fourth and fifth. The fast 
time was Stewart's first in 1998, but it probably 
won't be his last - he claimed three in 1997. 

Stewart came close to a double win as he 
turned a fine 3.790 seconds on his Jackson Per- 
formance Yamaha on his first ride in the 250cc 
class, only to see Indianapolis rider Mark Good- 
man Jr. slip under him and take the lead with an 
even faster 3.782-second run. In second-round 
action, Stewart stopped the clocks in 3.564 sec- 
onds to take a momentary lead, but young 
Goodman met his challenge with a blazing 
3.551-second run on his KX250 to edge Stewart 
by only seven-thousandths of a second for the 
class win. Kevin Cappello was the only other 
rider in the class to break into the threes with a 
3.915-second run on his KX250. 

Goodman also claimed the 200cc-class win 
with a good 4.395-second run on his KX125, 
overtaking Becky Williams, who took the class 
lead into the break with a good 4.701-second 
ride on her KX125. Glenn Fuegen put his 
KDX200 over in 4.846 seconds for third place, 
with his buddy Jerome Beckley close behind him 
on his KDX in 4.886 seconds. Fred Toms, also 
KDX-mounted, ‘rounded out the top five with a 
5.219-second run. 

The Northrup brothers, Jason and Kaleb, 
rode three bikes in three classes and claimed all 
three wins. Getting to the climb late due to their 
plane’s late arrival on their return from Hawaii, 
the Northrups were given only one ride in each 
class, but they made the most of them. Jason was 
first to go and rode his Sportland CR500 in the 
600cc class, flying over the top in 3.268 seconds 
to take the class win. 

As soon as he finished his 600cc ride, Jason 
brought his 750cc "Hondasaki" triple to the line 
with its center cylinder smoking and launched it 
over the breaker. The middle cylinder blew as he 
touched down from his jump, but his momen- 
tum was such that he still flew over the top in a 
class-winning 3.486 seconds. 

Kaleb Northrup learned from his 750cc ride, in 
which he finished second after a big wheelie, and 
delivered a near-perfect run on his Triumph in the 
Pushrod class to take the win in 3.283 seconds.

Esposito excellent 
at Nightingale HS

The current points leader in the 125cc AMA

Spring Sandmaster 
Motocross Series finale

Another great turnout of riders showed up at 
Leisure Time GP to contest the final round of the 
FMF Spring Sandmaster Motocross Series. In 
addition to the series awards, more than $2000 in 
prizes from numerous industry and aftermarket 
sponsors were given away during intermission. 

ProSource-sponsored Rusty Ott pulled the 
holeshot aboard his Yamaha four-stroker in the 
combined Heavyweight A and B and 125cc A 
classes. Ott was challenged by Jason Bushman 
aboard his EBC-sponsored Honda for most of 
the race, until Bushman cased his bike over one 
of the many whoops. The error gave Ott the 
breathing room he needed to card the first-moto 
victory in the Heavyweight A class, with Bush- 
man taking second. Steve Grivicic followed in 
third aboard his Yamaha to claim the win in the 
Heavyweight B class, followed by Honda- 
mounted Michael Zylstra. 

In moto two, Bushman held the inside line to 
earn the holeshot ahead of Grivicic, Honda rider 
Joe Gribben, and: Zylstra. Ott was back in the 
pack, but by the time the group entered the 
downhill, Ott had moved into the lead, with 
Bushman following in second. Grivicic crashed 
hard over the quad jump and retired from the 
race, giving the lead to Gribben in the Heavy- 
weight B class. Zylstra pressured Gribben for 
the rest of the moto but could not find the horse- 
power to get by. Ott soared over the finish line 
to take the overall with a perfect 1-1 score. Zyl- 
stra carded the Heavyweight B win with consis- 
tent 2-2 placings, while Gribben took second 
overall with his second-moto victory. 

The Over 40 riders lined up with the Heavy- 
weight C class at the insistence of Perry Stabler 
and Larry Gibson, who didn't feel like getting 
landed on by A or B riders. When the gate 
dropped, the six Over 40 riders jumped out in 
front of the eight Heavyweight C riders. Stabler 
pulled the holeshot, with Gibson and Chris 
Bolint, the FMF series points leader, in pursuit. 
Throughout the race, the order remained the 
same to the finish. Further back, Stosh Klevickas 
established himself as the leader of the Heavy- 
weight C class and hung on to the win over Rod 
Nesius and Tim Lancaster. 

Nesius took the holeshot in the second moto 
and led until Stabler moved by to take the point. 
Stabler was trailed across the finish line by 
Bolint, whose 3-2 finishes gave him second over- 
all in the Over 40 class. Gibson's 2-3 gave him 
third overall in the Over 40 class. Klevickas 
ended up taking the overall victory in the 
Heavyweight C class and locked up the champi- 
onship with the performance.

With 
two laps to go, Sanchirico took the lead from 
McEntee with an aggressive block-pass in a hair- 
pin turn. As the two riders approached the 
white flag, McEntee turned up the wick and the 
pass for the lead over the step-down tabletop. 
Sanchirico tried to retaliate over the double, but 
McEntee took his line away and Sanchirico set- 
tled for second. Piattoni finished third. 

Sanchirico grabbed the holeshot again in the 
second moto as Todd Broussard, Piattoni, McEn- 
tee and Stephen Watson gave chase. 

“I new McEntee would be coming," 
Sanchirico said. "We both wanted badly to beat 
each other, so I went as hard as I could to estab- 
lish a big lead."

CRC Night Motocross 
accolades to Armstrong

Zeb Armstrong went 1-2 under the Los Angeles 
County Raceway lights to earn the 250cc Inter- 
mediate-class win during California Racing 
Club's Burger King-sponsored round of Satur- 
day Night Motocross.

For the successful racers, there is contingency 
money up for grabs from Yamaha, Kawasaki 
and Suzuki, and a slew of aftermarket compa- 
nies. Approximately 150 racers and nearly 1000 
spectators came out to the fairgrounds to enjoy a 
great night of racing. 

A usual favorite of the crowd, the jump con- 
test, was won by Mike Kann of Oronoco. The 17- 
year-old racer did a double-legged can-can over 
the finish-line triple and immediately went into 
a nose wheelie. As Kann jumped off the bike, it 
landed perfectly upside down on the top of the 
handlebars and seat. As the handlebars and seat 
touched the ground with the wheels in the air, 
the crowd erupted and Kann was crowned king 
of the jump contest. 

Racers had to qualify to make it into main 
events. In the Pro class, longtime Pro racer Cory 
Keeney, out of Oakdale, took the win and won 
the battle in the qualifying heat as Voss had a 
mishap toward the end of the race, injuring an 
ankle while chasing Keeney. Voss had to sit out 
the jump contest (which he won last year) to 
stay healthy for the main event. 

At the start of the Pro main event, it was Voss 
all the way as he never looked back, taking the 
win on his Great Lakes Airlines/Factory Connec- 
tion/Larsons’ Cycle-backed CR250. Jamey Gross- 
er went through the first turn and over the first 
double jump in second place on his Hitching 
Post/ Acerbis-backed YZ125, but he went off the 
course and lost the position to the lone 500cc rider, 
Scott Steinle. Keeney had a mediocre start and 
worked his way through the field, but by the end 
of the first lap Voss had already put five seconds 
on the field. Kann ran third, followed by Mike 
Luoma, Cory Huppert and Steinle, who slipped to 
sixth. The next couple of laps saw Keeney close 
the gap, only to have Voss reopen the gap on laps 
four through eight. Voss took the win with a 15- 
second lead over Keeney in second, with Kann, 
Luoma, Steinle, Huppert, Matt Omann and Tim 
Pospisil closing out the top eight.

Verhaugstraete on 
at AMP/GFI Spring Series MX

HOLLISTER, CA, JUNE 7 
FMF/Hayward Suzuki/ AFAM-backed Mark 
Verhaugstraete turned a 3-1 moto score into an 
overall win in the 125cc Novice class at the final 
round of the 1998 AMP/GFI Spring Series, pre- 
sented by Parts Unlimited and Yamaha of 
Modesto. In addition, Cory McDaniel and Bran- 
don Nicholson were each lucky winners of a 
brand-new motorcycle after winning them in the 
series-ending drawing. On a day which saw 
light sprinkles continuously fall, more than 270 
riders took to the Hollister GP track and were 
greeted with tacky, traction-filled terrain. 
Verhaugstraete made it to the first turn well 
ahead of the pack to take the holeshot, followed 
by Dylan Vicha, Eric Heagan, Ryan LaFranco 
and Josh Rytter. Verhaugstraete immediately 
served notice that he intended to win the moto 
by opening up a 12-second lead by the end of lap 
one. However, Rytter and his Honda had differ- 
ent plans as he quickly moved up into second 
after making quick work of those in front of him. 
Also. on the move was Yamaha-mounted Brad 
Betschar, who found himself up in third place 
after a bad start. On the third lap, Rytter and 





Betschar fell off the pace and Verhaugstraete fell . 


down in a tight turn. Verhaugstraete remounted 
in first place but definitely lost his momentum as 
Heagan and hard-charging Adam Baca were 
soon right on his tail. On the fourth lap, Heagan 
moved into the lead with a smooth pass over the 
double tabletop section. Baca also took advan- 
tage of the slowing Verhaugstraete and moved 
into second. When the checkered flag came out, 
FMF/OCS/ Acerbis-backed Heagan had man- 
aged to hold off Baca for the win. Verhaugstraete 
secured third, followed by Adam Miller and Ryt- 
ter. 

At each series race, riders were given a 
drawing ticket per entry for a chance to win a 
new bike. The 50cc- and 60cc-class kids had a 
chance at a new KTM 50 Junior, courtesy of DH 
Cycles of Modesto, and the rest of the classes 
had a shot at a new Yamaha YZ125, courtesy of 
Yamaha of Modesto. During the intermission, 
the drawing was held.and it was 7-year-old 
Brandon Nicholson of Turlock who won the 
KTM and 12-year-old Cory McDaniel who won 
the Yamaha. 

Meanwhile, back on the track, the sprinkles 
continued as the second moto got under way. 
Nailing the holeshot was Honda-mounted 
Dustin Rabe, followed by Vicha, Verhaugstraete, 
David Klingenbeck and Rytter. Verhaugstraete 
quickly displaced Vicha and Rabe in the big left- 
hand sweeper for the lead. Yamaha of Modesto- 
backed Klingenbeck and Rytter got into a battle, 
with Klingenbeck outbraking Rytter on the 
downhill left-hander to take over third place. 
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Meanwhile, Vicha, in second, was busy trying to 
reel in the leader. Verhaugstraete managed to 
open up a substantial lead and rode a flawless 
moto. With Rabe falling off the pace, Baca and 
Heagan had moved their way up to fourth and 
fifth, respectively. On the fourth lap, Klingen- 
beck made a move on Vicha for second place. 
The two made their way up the hill side by side, 
but it was Vicha holding the position by out- 
braking Klingenbeck at the top. When the check- 
ered flag came out, Verhaugstraete cruised to 
the win and the overall, with Vicha taking sec- 
ond, followed by Klingenbeck, Baca and Hea- 
gan. 

"| got a cramp in the first moto and, after 
falling, I couldn't keep pace" Verhaugstraete 
said of his first moto. "We were pretty bunched 
up in the start of the second moto, but after I got 
out front, I felt much better."

Carbaugh claims his

More than 400 riders showed up to race Rocky 
Mountain Promotions and Sports Riders Associ- 
ation of Colorado's 11th motocross event of the 
season at Berthoud.

Fresh off winning the 250cc A class, Rick 
Dougherty was ready to repeat in the Open A 
division. The holeshot went to veteran Dennis 
Melcher. Second place was not secured until 
nearly three-quarters of a lap later, as Dougher- 
ty put his Honda in front of Scott Studer, Chuck 
Beving and Keith Nelson. Beving began pres- 
suring Studer for third as Dougherty tried to 
keep pace with Melcher. Beving made his move 
to third on the second lap and quickly began 


testing the young Dougherty. By the fourth lap,. 


Beving had moved into second as Dougherty 
dropped back to battle with Studer and Nelson.

Dougherty began to stretch the lead as the four- 
rider pack behind him staged a massive dog- 
fight. Riders would get three wide in areas in 
the infield. Lemcke completed the pass for third 
and began working on Bechtold. Midway 
though the race, Lemcke had taken over second, 
with Bechtold and Johnson not far behind. Stud- 
er had dropped off the pace earlier, but he began 
to reel in the lead pack as the laps were winding 
down.

The bar-banging action for second 
increased the pace and began to decrease the 
distance to the leader. With the white flag wav- 
ing, Johnson took over second as Studer grabbed 
fourth from Bechtold.

Greg Hockmuth and Banzai Suzuki teamed up 
to address the fast-growing and very competi- 
tive 125cc Schoolboy class at the Byron Moto- 
sports Park. Hockmuth won the class at the 
fourth round of District 17's famous Nuclear 
Series, and he appears to be well on his way to 
winning the overall championship. 

When the gate dropped for moto one, it was 
another top District 17 rider and newcomer to 
the 125cc ranks, Anthony "Animal" Webber, 
getting his Suzuki over the gate first with a 
great launch. Just when it looked as though 
Webber would own the start, a rare transmis- 
sion malfunction caused his bike to downshift 
without notice, nearly sending him over the 
bars as the pack blasted by. Hockmuth took 
over the lead, followed closely by Jacob Shaw 
and Kawasaki Big Wheel-mounted Justin Bray- 
ton. Brayton wasted little time getting around 
Shaw, as he pressured him at nearly every cor- 
ner. By the end of the third lap, Brayton had 
closed the gap on Hockmuth and began looking 
for a place to set him up for the pass. Third- 
placed Shaw was now racing backward, as both 
Randy Poulter and Dan Simon displaced him 
battling for third. Up front, Brayton drove hard 
into the whoop section and easily made the pass 
just as Hockmuth slowed considerably with 
what appeared to be engine problems. Brayton 
took the win as Hockmuth nursed his bike 
home for second. Poulter claimed third as Shaw 
put in a last-chance effort to get back by Simon 
for fourth. 

"The motor started running real bad halfway 
through the race and I was afraid it was going to 








seize," Hockmuth said. "It turned out to be a 
bad plug, so we'll see how the last moto goes." 
Shaw was on it for the start of the second 
moto and immediately pulled a four-second 
advantage over Hockmuth and Brayton. Hock- 
muth knew exactly where he needed to be, and 
halfway through lap two he was on Shaw like 
PH stickers on a C-class rider's bike. Hockmuth 
disposed of Shaw on the downhill section, leav- 
ing him to deal with a quickly closing Brayton. 


Brayton was pulling out all the stops, trying to 
get around Shaw as the pair bumped on several 


occasions. Brayton made aggressive moves to 
the inside on the Big Wheel, all the while trying 
to keep a fast-disappearing Hockmuth in sight.

Shaw, but it was too late and he ran out of time 
with more than five seconds to make up on 
Hockmuth on the last lap.

Survival at Second Creek 
Road Race

DENVER, CO, JUNE 14 

Bad weather and a rough track surface provided 
spills for the riders and thrills for the fans, while 
Josh Graham landed his second consecutive win 
in the Race of the Rockies at the fifth round of 
the MRA Road Race Series, held at Second 
Creek. 

It started out with a bang as the flag was 
thrown and the top racers in the region flew into 
a wet turn one. Rain had come and gone 
throughout the day, fostering a false sense of 
security among the riders. YZF1000-mounted 
Dan Turner had the lead going into turn one, 
with Graham just to his outside on his rear 
wheel. Ricky Orlando, who is rumored to be 
going to Laguna Seca to ride in the World 
Superbike class, came in on the inside of Turner. 
The incident was labeled as "racing" but left 
Turner tumbling and scraping on the pavement. 

The fans were on their feet, many expecting 
à red flag. Orlando was in the lead as Graham 
followed in hot pursuit for the first half of the 
event around the 1.75-mile, paved "jeep trail." 
Kyan Burke enjoyed a fantastic ride at his home 
track, running a smooth third, while Doug Vick- 
ery ran a distant fourth. Bobby Miosek, the first 
of the middleweight riders, rode a steady fifth 
place. The odd sight was Ryan and Dennie 
Burke, who were separated on the track - they 
usually seem to ride one-two. At the beginning 
of the event, Dennie Burke was as far back as 
11th, but he managed to work his way up to a 
strong seventh. 

During the 16-lap event, the weather cleared 
considerably and it was up to the riders to deter- 
mine how far they could wick it up. The already 
technical layout of the circuit, combined with 
the rough finish and pavement transitions, made 
for eventful viewing as bikes careened off the 
edge of the track in turn one and in the "Rat's 
Nest" (a 180-degree, first-gear, left-handed turn, 
apexed through a concrete patch). However, the 
MRA safety crew kept up their high standards, 
and they kept the racing line relatively safe. 

Nearing the second half of the race, the 
speeds picked up and Graham was pressuring 
Orlando for the lead. The front brakes were 
being used with precision as the fans were dis- 
tracted by the chattering sound of the rear 
wheels hopping over the bumps. Graham made 
a successful pass and made it stick by placing 
lappers between himself and Orlando. Ryan 
Burke provided ample entertainment in turn 
one as he also followed the leaders with close 
passing, standing the lappers up in the turn. 

In the end, it was Graham taking the win 
over Orlando, and it was Dan Turner with the 


new track record for the day. €N

was taught at a very young, age that if 


| have nothing nice to say, say it 
about sidecars. 

Sidecars are the answer to the ques- 
tion, What do you get when you mix 
guys with more money than sense, and 
too much free time? Normally, hookers, 
but in this case, oil-puking old piles of 
fatigued metal, cracking plastic and rot- 
ting rubber. 

Put another way, they are the answer 
to the question that was never asked: 
What do you get when you implant an 
obsolete motor on a shipping pallet with 
wheels? Who cares? It'd be like trying to 
graft a salad shooter on a breast pump. 
Or putting a Harley motor in a sportbike 
frame. 

This is a recreational activity done by 
two guys in leather on their knees. I 
believe that makes it illegal in Utah. To 
be accurate, women do it, too. (You can 
quit drooling anytime.) 

The passenger is called the monkey, 
because when this sport was originally 
conceived, monkeys were the only things 
dumb enough to sit next to the guy at the 
controls and hang their bare asses inches 
above the track. Then the monkeys 
protested and the ASPCA got involved, 
which was how it was discovered that 
monkeys were so smart.

My consideration of this issue did not 
start when they began fouling race 
tracks this year. I have been covering

They were the best - cutting edge - and 
still they've been relegated to second-tier 
status on the world level.

Cycle Suzuki getting through postrace 
tech without an AMA official saying, 
“Does he think we're retarded?" 

Not that these sidecars don't have a 
stringent set of technical rules; they do: 
No electronic devices that could interfere 
with pacemakers, prescription wind- 
screens, gel-filled seats, and a noise limit 
of a dillion decibels. 


CHICANERY 





By the way, if you're thinking of 
scrawling angry letters to the editor 
denouncing this column, just put the 
crayons back in the box right now and 
go back to the shuffleboard court. In a 
very unscientific poll, I asked a number 
of people if they could name a single 
sidecar participant. Not a single rider 
could name even one, though Yoshimu- 
ra Suzuki's Mat Mladin answered, 
"Bob?" 

Smart ass. 

No one - I repeat for dramatic effect 
and to fill space, no one - comes to an 
AMA. National to see sidecars - I repeat, 
sidecars. They come to see the best two- 
wheeled racers in America doing what 
they do best - something they're deprived 
of when these underpowered dollies 
make the track oilier than а sauna full of 
lawyers. It has happened the last three 
times they ran. 

It happened at Laguna Seca, where a 
rig greased up almost the entire track. 
After a few of the riders in the 600cc 
Supersport class noticed the oil, there 
was about a 45-minute cleanup. That left 
a line of Oildri almost everywhere and 
traction had to be compromised. Even if 
it wasn't, the perception existed that it 
was. And because it wasn't visible to the 
naked eye, it was the riders who noticed 
the oil, not the corner workers who were 
not to blame, since they couldn't see the 
insidious deposit. It happened last week 
at Loudon, and it happened the week 
before at Road America. At Elkhart 
Lake, it happened so often that the cor- 
ner worker in turn five nearly tore a 
rotator cuff throwing up more red flags 
than a HyperCycle Suzuki going 
through tech inspection. 

Unnecessary delays were caused a 
number of times, and for what? So a 
handful of nostalgists can justify the 
expense of owning motorized 
turtle/skateboards, so they can have an 
answer for their wives when they’re 
asked, "Why don't you get rid of that 
pile of crap so we can have room in the 
garage for something useful, like last 
year's mulch pile?" 

The situation at Loudon could have 
been tragic on a weekend replete with 
tragedy. Only dumb luck saved the day. 

A light rain fell as the 250s were grid- 
ded for their 1 p.m. race. When they 
finally got going, Erion Racing's Randy 
Renfrow noticed something was wrong. 
He alerted AMA officials who relayed 
their concerns to the corner workers. 


What they found was oil pretty much 
everywhere. The culprit was a sidecar 
which had leaked oil onto one of its tires 
and then circulated the track, coating the 
surface with lubricant like a paint roller, 
only less useful. 

On a track which had already exacted 
a terrible human toll, on a weekend 
which will certainly bring much-needed 
reform, the possibility of starting a race 
on an even more unsafe track is frighten- 
ing. 
Once the oil was discovered, there 
was another 40-minute delay while the 
track was cleared, and even then, riders 
in the Superbike class, run after the 250s, 
felt the track was still oilier the publisher 
of a road racing monthly. 

Could this happen with a motor- 
cycle? Of course it could, but belly pans 
on superbikes make it less likely. The 
support classes don't have belly pans 
and there are those that think they 
should. In the good old days, before Pro 
Blunder, I can recall seeing an 883 engine 
explode at Phoenix, leaving not only oil 
but metal and championship hopes on 
the track as well. Some of the more mod- 
ern sidecars have made an effort to fit 
oil-containment devices, and the move- 
ment is growing. But they don't all have 
them, and the antique class would serve 
motorcycling better by oiling dusty dirt 
tracks. 

It's also easier to spot fluids leaving a 
motorcycle than it is a low-capacity hov- 
ercraft. And it's less likely to happen to a 
motorcycle made in the past year or two 
than to one made decades before Hyper- 
Cycle Suzuki's first DQ. 

Fortunately the AMA is aware of the 
havoc the chairs have caused on a series 
which gets better every year. AMA road 
race manager Ron Barrick said at 
Loudon, “Obviously, the sidecars are a 
big issue for next year." 

Barrick understands that the promot- 
ers should be able to add entertainment, 
but wonders about sidecars. 

“We've got to sit down and, maybe at 
the AMA Pro Racing board level, decide 
whether we're even going to negotiate 
regarding that," he said, adding, “I con- 
sider this a serious concern for our two- 
wheel riders." 

If you're a sidecar racer, and you can 
read between the lines, you might plan 
your summer vacation now. 

If promoters don't think that having 
the best riders on the fastest bikes is 
enough, they could always get a stunt 


rider like Gary Rothwell, whose bargain- 
basement Suzuki sprayed oil onto the 
racing line on the front straight at Road 
Atlanta, nearly causing the live TV 
broadcast to be delayed. Then the bozos 
running the water truck couldn't figure 
out where the “on” switch was, turning 
the cleanup into a Three Stooges routine 
- and not a bad one, at that. 

I stopped to look at one of these relics 
at Elkhart Lake. Let me rephrase that: 
My path was needlessly impeded by one 
of these relics at Elkhart Lake. It 
appeared to have a Yamaha 650cc twin 
engine, an engine which has been out of 
production since disco died - the first 
time. The frame had more pipes than a 
head shop and the rear tire looked like it 
was lifted from a riding mower - proba- 
bly in the middle of the night, which is 
too bad, because a riding mower with 
three wheels is still more useful than one 
of these money pits. 

Which made me think: Why not have 
a riding-mower exhibition? Besides 
building motorcycles, Honda also makes 
riding mowers. It's a natural fit. None of 
the other riders have contracts with the 
mower companies, with the possible 
exception of Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug 
Chandler, so you could get them to ride 
the things, all helmeted and leathered up 
for action. Semis of works machinery 
from Toro, John Deere, Cub Cadet, and 
Honda could sit proudly next to the 
Honda, Vance & Hines Ducati, and 
Yamaha rigs. The mowers could be fitted. 
with those sweeper things on the back so 
they could clean the track rather than oil 
it, during their “race.” What's the worst 
thing that could happen if they ran off 
the track? They'd mow the lawn. And, of 
course, it goes without saying that 
they'd be faster than sidecars. 

There would, of course, have to be a 
rigorous set of technical rules. Is the 36- 
inch blade legal or can you run the 22 to 
cut wind resistance? What about pitch? 
What is pitch? Must reverse gear work? 
What about functioning grass catchers? 
The possibility of chicanery is 
omnipresent. Now I'm hearing that 
HyperCycle wants to enter the class. 
Quick, get me some calipers and a jug of 
espresso - it's gonna be a long night, 
Chester.
